MEMORIAL, BENJAMIN F. NOURSE. 


Ty Grand ComManpery, ProvipENcE, May 13th, 1887. 


To the R. W. Grand Commander, Officers and members of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


Sm Kniarrs, The commitice appointed to present a suitable memorial 
notice of the late Em, Sir Benjamin F. Nourse ask leave to repor fol- 
lows: Our beloved, courteous, Grand Sentinel is dead! We all miss his 
familiar face to-day, so affable and attentive, so well known and knowing 
so many. 


Our Brother Knight was born in Boston, Mass., February 28, 1814. 
When about seventeen years of age, removed to Cambridge, Mass., where 
he has until his decease resided. He was made a Mason, April 2d, 1845, 
in Hiram Lodge, West Cambridge; exalted in St. Paul’s R. A. Chapter, 
Boston, December 11, 1854 ; created and dubbed a Knight Templar in Bos- 
ton Encampment February 27, 1855; by that eminent Templar Sir Dani 
Harwood. He has served as W. Master of Amicable Lodge, of Cambridge; 
was W. Master of Mt. Olivet Lodge in Cambridge when that Lodge was 
under dispensution. For many years he has been the Tyler of most of the 

ges and Chapters, and Sentinel of the Commanderies and other Masonic 
Bodies holding their mectings in the Masonic Temple in Boston. 


Ile was faithful and true to his trusts. For several years he was one of 
the Grand Lecturers of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, and was very 
ient in the lectures and ritual. Unobtrusive and quiet in his tastes, 
yet his fellow citizens in Cambridge clected him three years 2 member of 
the Common Council, and five or more years one of the assessors of taxes. 
In 1875 he was elected as Superintendent of Lamps in Cambridge, and 
served as such until his death. Tn all these offices, and in others not enu- 
merated, he won the confidence, esteem and respect of all He died De 
30, 1886, at his home in Cambridge. The Templar burial service was 
performed at his funeral by Boston Commandery, January 2d, 1887. He 
has gone, the places which have so long known him will know him no 
more We shall miss his services, ‘‘ yet we weep not for him, he having 
won the bound of man’s appointed years, at last ; Life’s blessings all 
enjoyed, life’s labors done, calmly to his final rest has passed, while the 
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soft memory of his virtues yet lingers, like evening hues when the bright 
sun is set.”

GARFIELD FUND. 


On the 6th of March I received from Em. Sir John L. Steven- 
son, Treasurer of the Garfield Templar Monument Fund, $49.64, 
being the interest received on said fund. ‘The original con- 
tributions have been returned to the subscribers through their 
Tespective Commanderies, and this balance of the fund arising 
from its earnings the committee turn over to the Grand Com- 
mandery to cover expenses incurred for printing, postage, &e. 
I placed it in the hands of the Grand Treasurer with directions 
to retain the same awaiting the action of this Grand Body. 


TACTICS AND DRILL. 


The first edition of the Tactics and Drill was ready for distvi- 
bution March 28, 1887, and by authority of the Committee its 
promulgation and sale was delegated to our Grand Recorder. 
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Upon request I ruled that the members of this Grand Com- 
mandery as enumerated in the Grand Constitution, and members 
at the date of issue, “* March 28,” alone were entitled to a copy. 
This ruling applies more particularly to the councils ‘* for the 
time being’’ of the subordinate Commanderies. Up to date of 
May Sth, of the edition of 600 copies, 123 copies had been issued 
to the Commanderies, 104 copies, by request, to Grand Ollicers, 
67 copies sold, leaving a balance of 306 copies.

of this Grand Body and the Grand Encampment, in such form as

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to he of ready reference. Many questions have been asked which 
have required some little time to look up authority and facts, and 
though simple in character and fully established in my mind, as 
T presume they were to the inquirer, yet, to ascertain the author- 
ity, required no little research and disclosed the absence of 
arranged decisions. The importance of this meets with quick 
response, I have no doubt. A committee having this in charge 
has been in existence since 1882 and have failed to complete their 
report, though they have some yalid reasons therefor. I urgently 
desire and recommend that this committee be called upon to 
report in print in suitable form, to be incorporated in the pro- 
ceedings of the Annual in October next, and to inelude also the 
Code and Digest of the Grand Encampment to date. If the 
committee is now too small in number I suggest its heing enlarged 
sufliciently to relieve excessive work upon it or any one member. 
The work is of suflicient value to be well, faithfully and carefully 
done, and should have prompt attention. 


DECISIONS. 


I have been called upon to make but two decisions which are of 
suflicient importance to merit attention at this time. 

Winslow Lewis Commandery asks, ‘*Is it necessary that a 
petitioner for the order should be a member of a Lodge and 
Chapter at the time of making application for the Orders?’’ to 
which I replied, ‘ that it was not.’”? In this decision I followed 
Templar law and usage as I interpreted it, though the form of 
application as prescribed by our Grand Constitution, would imply, 
by the question ‘¢ of what Lodge now a member, of what Chapter 
now a member,’’ that he should. Certain it is that it does not 
speak well of the zeal and value of a companion who is not a 
member when applying for the orders and the inference is that 
the Commandery will not retain his membership long. 

Jerusalem Commandery reported that Boston Commandery had 
conferred the orders upon, a companion whom they had rejected 
within the year previous. 

Investigation disclosed that Jerusalem Commandery did not 
have jurisdiction over the candidate at the time of his application 
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to them, that it then rested in Boston Commandery though at the 
time of the application to Boston Commandery jurisdiction was 
with Sutton Commandery who waived it in favor of Boston Com- 
mandery. 

T ruled that Jerusalem Commandery had no cause for just com- 
plaint as they never had jurisdiction in the case, and could not 
Acquire it by the act of receiving the petition though acting in 
good faith and intent. A degree of carelessness, however, was 
apparent in both Commanderies, in the receiving of this petition. 


BEAUSEANT COMMANDERY U.- D. 


The dispensation given this Commandery was at the last 
Annual Conclaye extended to this Semi-Annual and I have re- 
appointed the committce on same, Past Grand Commander W.- 
H. Kent, and Em, Sirs §, G. Stiness and George E. Stacey, whe 
will report to-day. 


JEWELS. 


T suggest that the Grand Treasurer be made the custodian of 
the Jewels of this Grand Commandery, also the copies of the 
new ritual. These as wellas the Jewels are hereafter to be trans- 
mitted to each successor in office. 

To guard against loss of any of this valuable property through 
inadvertence or carelessness this Grand Body should establish its 
custodian, an officer through whose hands it should be distributed 
at each Annual Conclave and to whom receipts for the same 
should he given. The traditional duties of the Grand Treasurer 
indicate this duty and responsibility. It seems better and per- 
haps necessary, however, to so declare it by a vote of this Grand 
Body. 


NEW RITUAL. 

April 16th, 1887, there was received by our Grand Recorder & 
package, from the V. E. Grand Recorder of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States, containing 45 copies of the new ritual, 
unaccompanied by any order or direction of the M. E. Grand 
Master for its promulgation. It may be fairly presumed that the 


ae 
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action of the Grand Encampment as printed on the first five 
pages of the ritual being deemed suflicient direction by the M. KE. 
Grand Master for its distribution. Acting upon this assumption, 
and following the example of the Grand Master, in not issuing 
any order, I directed our Grand Recorder to distribute the copies 
in accordance with the yotes thereon printed, which he has done 
with great care. 

It is very much to be regretted, I think, that it became necessary 
through the action of the Grand Encampment to distribute so 
freely printed copies of the ritual, to place in distribution a work 
which should be most sacred and secret, but now, has a great 
degree of ** common property ’’ about it, and might be said to be 
represented by a ‘* National circulation.” The frequent remark 
made that we now have a ‘ritual universal,’ seems peculiarly 
appropriate. 

That the Templars of this jurisdiction might be fully conver- 
sant with this ritual I arranged for its exemplification in different 
sections of the two States in advance of its promulgation. In 
one section, however, I failed to complete my plans. In Rhode 
Island I have been most happily and ably seconded by Calvary 
and St. John Commanderies, and we shall have the pleasure soon 
of observing their skill and zeal. They were ready to exemplify 
previous to the distribution of the ritual but delayed till this 
Conclave, at my request. 

February 22d last, Springfield Commandery exemplified both 
orders before the officers of this Grand Commandery and upwards 
of 200 visiting Sir Knights among whom were the Grand Officers 
of the State of Connecticut , the V. E. Grand Treasurer of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States and many other dis- 
tinguished Knights. Em. Sir J. L. Stevenson of the ritual com- 
mittee of the Grand Encampment was also present. 

The work rendered was of a very high order, of great accuracy, 
and provoked high encomiums from the distinguished fraters pres- 
ent, as remarked by the Grand Commander of Connecticut, in 
his annual address; ‘* They rendered the ritual with hardly a 
word left out, or a transposition, showing careful study and close 
application.”? I desire now to extend my hearty thanks to these 
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Commanderies for their very earnest and cordial support and co- 
operation. 

This Grand Commandery is to be congratulated upon the pre- 
sentation in the new ritual of the work of this jurisdiction. It is 
essentially Massachusetts work, though many changes have been 
made yet not developing any very great deviation from our 
standard. That there are crudities and rough points which need 
correction and polishing, is apparent, and i hope that proper 
effort will be made at the next ‘Triennial to remedy these defects, 
and if we are to continue to have a ‘* publication of the work” 
that it he made perfect and of credit. 

Suggestions and recommendations to this end might very prop- 
erly come from this Grand Body, who presented the foundation 
of the work through our very distinguished member Past Grand 
Master Benjamin Dean.

The appointment of a committee to codify its laws was a most desirable 
measure, and we anticipate that much good will result thereby. 

The ritual received the consideration its importance demands, and is the 
only matter contained in the portion of the address referred to your com- 
mittee which will require consideration by this Grand Commandery. It 
would have been especially gratifying if the Committee on Ritual could 
have presented for adoption and promulgation, the ancient ritual of this 
Grand Commandery, without interlineations, alterations or erasures.

All of which has been paid to the Grand Treasurer, who has given 
his receipts therefor. 

The expenses of this office for the year, exclusive of stationery, 
and printing, are $66.85. Of this sum, $25.59 were paid for 
postage and express charges on the printed proceedings for 1886. 
Expense of sending out Rituals $7.00; postage on account of 
Tactics and Drill, $5.10. The remainder, $29.16 was for post- 
age, express charges and expenses incidental and necessary. 


The number of Diplomas sold shows increased attention to their 
importance, by Commanderies and by those created. 


The demand for ‘** Tactics and Drill’? shows that under the pro- 
visions for distributing the book, 97 copies have been sold, and 
278 copies have been called for by Commanderies and Sir Knights 
entitled to them. ‘This makes 375 copies disposed of by your 
Grand Recorder, leaving in his possession, at this date, 225 
copies. 

The Reprint, which is a practical history of the Grand Com- 
mandery from its organization in 1805 to and including the re- 
cords of its doings until 1863, meets with very slow sale, while 
the book itself is of great value to historian and student. 


Whatever delay there may have been in making Annual Re- 
turns is traceable to change of Recorders, nevertheless this is 
slight. The Returns of all the Commanderies are made and in- 
cluded in this report, except that of Hugh de Payens. 


Trinity Commandery reported September 5th. Seven others 
reported later in September. Twenty-two reported by October 
10th, the remainder since, the last coming in on the 22nd.

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This table shows generally satisfactory results, principally in 
the work and membership. One Commandery did no work, all 
the others created one or more, the largest number, 48, being 
created in ‘* Beauseant’’ the youngest Commandery. 


Boston Commandery leads in the number of members, and has 
621, Springfield has 484, Worcester County 390, and St. John’s 
has advanced to the fourth place and has 370 members, while the 
average of all shows a handsome increase. 


The average membership of the 41 Commanderies exceeds 178— 
an increase of about 6 per cent. over that of last year. In this 
respect this Grand Commandery ranks all others. 


The gains from Restorations and Affiliations have been 35; 
other gains are consequent upon work, and makes a total net 
gain of 404, : 

The loss from all causes is 240, but those who dimitted from 
Hugh de Payens became Charter members in Beauseant, and this 
as a practical fact reduces the net loss to 197. 


The number created this year is 425, being a gain over that of 
1886, and places the total membership at this date, at 7,217. 


The death rate is high, and emphatically reminds us that ‘* man 
is born to die,’’ it being one in 65.

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This table is prepared after a careful examination of the printed 
proceedings of the several Grand Commanderies, 24 of which have 
held their Annual Conclaves in 1887, and their printed proceed- 
ings are in the Archives of this Body. The Conclaves of 6 others, 
not counting this, are in October, and 2 meet in November. Three 
others that meet in May have not sent their annual proceedings 
yet, but the figures I present are very close to the existing facts. 


Georgia, Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi and Tennessee 
have lost in membership, 16, 6, 9, 111 and 7, respectively. All 
other jurisdictions have gained, the least being 7 in Alabama, and 
555 in Illinois. The next largest gain is in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, that being 404. 


The losses described make a loss of 149 out of a total member- 
ship, reported last year, of 2,588. This shows a percentage of 
loss so large as to excite surprise, and may reasonably invite in- 


quiry. 


The losses are, Dimitted, 1,457; Suspended, 814; Suspended 
for U.:. M.:. C.+., 35; Stricken from the roll, 7; Discharged, 39 ; 
Degraded, 1; Excluded, 20; Expelled, 19; Dismissed, 59 ; Died, 
914, making a total of 3,365. 


The gains are, Created, 5,564 ; Affiliated, 843; Restored and 
Reinstated, 236, a total of 6,646, and a total net gain of 3,281, 
counting Canada, 


This makes the number of Knights Templars holding member- 
ship in the United States to be 73,351; add those under the 
Great Priory of Canada, 918, and those in New Brunswick hold- 
ing under Scotland, say 200, and the total in America is 74,649. 


The Grand Commandery of Washington (Ter.) organized May 
14, 1887, appears in the table of Grand Commanderies for the 
first time. Its membership is too small to materially affect the 
Grand Encampment as reported last year and the figures relating 
to it remain unchanged, as its gain by work will offset the loss by 
surrender of Territory to the new Grand Commandery. 
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Of the 137 Preceptories under the Great Priory of England and 
Wales, 31 are under Suspension ‘‘for default in forwarding An- 
nual Returns and Dues” for periods ranging from 1, the least, to 
18 years. It granted two new Warrants during the year and 
postponed final action on the Canadian difficulty until December 
next. The matter objected to by England and Wales is the 
granting of a warrant by Canada for a Preceptory in Victoria, 
Australia. 


Correspondence with this office has been active during the year, 
the leading subjects being the Ritual and Tactics and Drill. The 
former was, in most respects, out of my province, the latter I 
have herein reported upon.

pee) Shore Commandery, under date of Aug. 26, *87 asks, 

: hether the new work, ordered by the Grand Encampment of 
Unitea States, is to be “atts only work to be used by the Com- 
manderies in Massachusetts and R. I.” I replied, ‘ The new ritual 
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was adopted at the last Triennial, promulgated and distributed in 
May last, is the only one to be used.” 


Oct. 3, 1887, the Eminent Commander of DeMolay Command- 
ery asked for instructions upon the same subject, stating that he 
had a copy of the new ritual of the order of R. C. and K. T., 
adopted by the Grand Encampment of the U. S. at its Triennial 
in 1886, and further stating, I quote from his letter, ‘‘I find noth- 
ing to indicate that this ritual has been, or is to be, adopted by 
the Grand Commandery of Mass. and R. I., nor any order from 
you for its adoption by the Subordinate Commanderies.”’ 


The tone of the letter was of the best intent and manifested a 
desire to strictly and readily comply with the requirements of this 
Grand Commandery, though they preferred not to make the 
change of rituals unless it was obligatory. My reply was, ‘* That 
the change to the new ritual was obligatory.” 


That action on the matter of adopting the new ritual by this 
Grand Commandery was not necessary, the action of the Grand 
Encampment of United States being sufficient and mandatory. 


On the matter of my not issuing any order directing its adop- 
tion by the Subordinate Commanderies of this jurisdiction, I re- 
ferred him to my address at the Semi-Annual in May last. I 
desire to emphasize my remarks at that time by reiterating them 
and adding, that though it may not have been an imperative duty 
of the Grand Master to issue an order accompanying the promul- 
gation of the new ritual, it seems to me it was the proper way 
and should have been done; however, as the Grand Master did 
not do so, I could not, and did not feel that I should attempt to 
supply a seeming omission of my superior officer,.hence, after due 
consideration I decided to follow his example, and ordered the 
rituals distributed without a general order. 


Errors, omissions, and incongruities exist in the new ritual, and 
come to the surface by its use, these should be eliminated and it 
be made correct and perfect as far as it is possible to do, making 
it a ‘¢ work of art,” especially so if it is to be a publication likely 
to adorn our Masonic Libraries if not those of a more public 
character. I therefore recommend that a Committee be ap- 
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pointed, composed of Sir Knights whose abilities will command 
and furnish the best of service. who shall take cognizance of all 
matters developing by the use of this new ritual, and who shall 
report at our next Semi-Annual or in season for this Grand Com- 
Mandery to make recommendations on the subject at the next 
Triennial Conclave. 


I renew my congratulations on the preservation of so nearly 
Massachusetts work, and it seems to me that the natural avift 
will be more and more towards it, and we need only to perfect 
in detail; manifest our loyalty to the Grand Encampment by 
using the ritual, though it may not have been properly promi 
gated, and put forth our best talent and energies to eoueds ee 
improve it through a committee whose scholarly, licerary and 
historical attainments will demand attention and appreciation.

We think of our ae comrade as we knew him—a brave, trug ne 
one who acted up to the line of his convictions, and always eee ue be 
charge his obligations toward God and men. He had an in er ae 
Strength in the nature that was given him. The Scottish blood that ft owed 
through his veins made him yery determined in maintaining ms oa 
and his firmness of purpose was often illustrated during the exper tence 1) 
his long ana active life. He was a devout christian, having any pins 
©perative faith which caused him to live cheerfully, kindly, religiously, 
and under the influence of which he found exceeding peace. That he ex- 
hibited all the graces and gifts of character full grown we may not say or 
think; but we may justly emphasize his clear and robust faith and con- 
sistent life. He was no pretender, he despised shams and had little pa- 
tience with vacillating, double minded men. He never faltered in stand- 
ing by his own conyictions, Positive and energetic in his words and ways, 
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our friend went forward in a straight path, animated not less by a strong 
sense of duty than by his devotion to the truth, and love of his fellow men. 

Thus our brother made proof of some of the best qualities of a heroic 
manhood. He bore the heat and burden of the day, and was never weary 
in well doing. THe came to the end of the mortal journey after an active 
and vigorous old age. having his mental powers well preserved and able 
almost with his ng breath to leave his testimony to the Divine Good- 
ness and to expr strong faith in the eternal verities. THe fought the 
long hard battle of life, and as a true christian soldier ever sought to obey 
the call of the Great Captain. We think of our dead brother as a con- 
queror in the warfare of earth. 


“The battle is over, the carnage is done, 

The enemy vanquished, the victory won ; 

Make way for the bearers, they come from the field, 
They bring us the hero, he comes on his shield.” 


Right Eminent Sir James Hutchison was born in Scotland, March 238, 
1799. He died in Pawtucket, R. I., September 7, 1887. Coming to this 
land when about twenty years of age he was practically a citizen of the 
United States ; though never naturalized he had hearty respect for the gen- 
eral spirit of constitutional liberty and was by no means indifferent to 
political movements and issues. For the greater part of his life his resi- 
dence was in Pawtucket and Providence where he fulfilled all secular 
duties as well as those of Fraternity and good citizenship in such a way 
as to secure for himself the general esteem. 

His connection with Freemasonry began Jan. 26, 1821, for on that date 
he was initinated into Union Lodge, No. 10, Pawtucket, R. I. He made 
rapid progress, taking all the steps in Lodge, Chapter, Council and En- 
campment (now Commandery,) in a little more than one year from the 
time of his becoming a Mason, He was made a Knight Templar in St. 
John’s Commandery, No. 1, (then Encampment) of Providence. He soon 
became an instructor and leader in all these Masonic departments, and in 
due time he was placed at the head of the several bodies with which he was 
connected. His devotedness to Freemasonry was conspicuous during that 
period, nearly a half century ago, when our Institution was under the ban 
of popular feeling, and it was not altogether pleasant for one to declare 
himself a member of the Order, He remained steadfast, while so many fell 
away from their allegiance and turned their backs on the Craft. As soon 
as opportunity offered he engaged heartily in the work of re-organization, 
accepting positions in both Grand and Subordinate Bodies, which called 
for labor and often sacrifice ; and thus he rendered important services in 
reviving Masonic interest and bringing in a new era of prosperity for the 
Craft. In 1842 he was elected Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
Rhode Island, an office which he held for eleven years. In 1855 he was 
elected Grand Master of Masons in that jurisdiction, and re-elected in 1856, 
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He served the Grand Chapter of Rhode Island in many official positions. 
In 1852-3 he was Grand High Priest. As dy stated he held the highest 
office in the gift of this Grand Body for three years beginning in 1851. 

Everywhere and always he acquitted himself with honor—all the time 
building for himself, tho’ he dreamed not of it, a memorial in the hearts of 
his brethren, who will now say of him, ‘* He was a worthy man and a per- 
fect Master Builder.” Well does he deserve this tribute of grateful remem- 
brance, both for what he was and for what he wrought. We think of him 
with a tender, loving feeling, calling to mind the labors and conflicts of his 
long and useful life, and realizing that he has gone forward to the rewards 
of the immortal state. To him our thought goes forth

The Grand Commandery of Alabama held its 26th Annual Conclave, 
May 19th, 1886, in Montgomery, James T, Holtzelaw, Grand Com- 
mander, presiding. , 

A report of Committee on Credentials shows but 4 of 18 Commanderies 
on the voll, represented—also, that the Representatives of 11 Grand 
Commanderies were present, among whom the Representative of Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island did not appear. As may be inferred, the 
address of the Grand Commander, which is brief but practical, sustains 
the thought that 'Templarism is not properly sustained in Alabama— 
and of this he says, ‘fT cannot but remark that there seems to be an 
apathy in wl degrees of Masonry in this jurisdiction at present. My 
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observation is that there are periods of revival in it. In our Order it 
has usually been the year of the Triennial Conclave that has been the 
most prosperous for us.”

ARKANSAS, 1886. 


The 14th Annual Assembly of this Grand Commundery yeas held in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, on May 11,:1886 ; R. E. Benjamin F au on 
Grand Commander ; who said in his Addre ; ‘ In the main, this has 
been an uneventful year in this ‘Templar jurisdiction, but it affords me 
pleasure to report that our Order is prosperous, its membership grow- 
ing, and its increase coming from those who are a pledge of its contin- 
ned prosperity.” z 

The Addres of this Grand Commander was not only a good one, but 
it has intelligent allusion to the ‘‘ Grand Encampment,” and to ‘ Tac- 
ties and Drill,” two subjects of which we shall have more to say under 
their respective titles. 

, This Grand Commandery, like many others, has a number of “Stand- 
ing Committees,” That on “Appeals and Grievance »? reported ‘with 
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pleasure that no business had eome before them”—a fact which fully 
sustains the remarks of the Grand Commander, already quoted. 

Tt was ordered that the work in the Order of the Red Cros 
Order of the Temple be exemplified during the session. 

This Grand Body has 9 Subordinates, with a total of 317 members, an 
income from these for the year of $315.50—a balance on hand at the 
beginning of the year of $725.68, an expenditure of $613.03—leaving a 
balance in hand of $399.50. It appears from this that the cost of run- 
ning this Grand Commande is a fraction over $1.93 annually, for 
every member in the jurisdiction. The cost in Massachusetts and Rhode 
Tsland for the same term is about 49} cents for every member.

The proceedings of the Grand Commandery of California, at its 28th 
Annual Conclave, held in San Francisco, April 29th, 1886, are reported 
in a pamphlet of 200 printed pages, of which number 115 are devoted to 
the Report on Foreign Correspondence, by R. E. Thomas H. Caswell, 
who is also Grand Recorder. 

Philip W. Keyser, Grand Commander, and Grand Officers, were pr 
ent, and what is notable, as also commendable, is the fact that 12 Past 
Grand Commanders attended the Conclave. Twenty-one of the 25 Com- 
manderies, working, were represented, and all seem to have attended 
closely to business. As a consequence, we need not marvel that the 
Grand Commander, at the beginning of his address should say, ‘The 
several Commanderies within this jurisdiction have been, as a rule, 
prosperous, increasing in membership and maintaining an unflagging 
interest in the success and influence of 'Templarism.” 

In a clear and business like address the Grand Commander reported 
his acts and doings, including Dispensations, Decisions, Necrology, 
New Commanderies, Commissions, St. Louis ennial and Visitations. 
One of the Dispensations given arrests attention. The Grand Encamp- 
ment I. O. O. F. of California donated a prize, for competitive drill by 
its Subordinate Encampments—and two army officers were selected as 
judges—the ‘‘Grand Patriarch” requested the Grand Commander to 
detail the E.*. C.*. of Golden Gate Commandery to act in conjunction 
with the two, ‘‘and for that purpose to appear in Knight Templar 
uniform.” The detail was made as requested, and the E.*. Commander 
**yeported his execution of the order.” : 

We infer that Grand Commandery approved in a general way without 
special mention ; possibly in deference to the remark that it was deemed 
“proper to grant the request as an act of courtesy to a respectable Or- 
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dey comprising many Knights Templar, one of whom, my eorrespond- 
ent, held the highest position in it.” 

The I. 0. O. I. is certainly a ‘‘ respect ble Order,” but it is 
tinct from the Order of Knights Templars, as it is from the Sons of 
Temperance, the Good Templars, the I. O. of Red Men, the Order of 
Elks, the Mystic Shriners or any other order claiming to he benevolent. 
The purposes of this competitive drill were in no way the business of 
Knight Templarism but was under the official control and sanction of 
the Grand Patriarch—who in that capacity preferred his request—and 
the Grand Gommander therenpon ordered a Knight Templar in full 
uniform to act as one of the judges in a competition entirely foreign to 
the purposes of the Orders of Knighthood. In this case it seems as if 
good nature prevailed against good judgment. As the 
the Grand Commander, a similar request from any other order or so- 
ciety can be granted, and made to appear as i part of the official acts 
and doings, to be approved or otherwise, of the Grand Commandery of 
California. 

Bodie Commandery, chartered in 1880, at Mono, 
charter, and the Grand Recorder was authorized to issue certificates to 
its members to enable them to affiliate elsewhere. 

The Committee on the Triennial in St. Louis reported the arrange- 
ments made for California Knights, and those ‘Templars who attended

have not lost vigor. Of the Edict of non-intercourse with the Enecamp- 
ments of St. John and St. Stephen, in New Brunswick, he says: 

“Treeret to say that the Edict of non-intercourse with the Scottish 

Templars of New Brunswick is still in foree. The existence of Scottish 
Encampments in the Dominion has always been to me a matter of in- 
difference, whether they remained an isolated body or amalgamated 
with the English jurisdiction ; and none can deplore more than I do the 
necessity that Great Priory felt of issuing the Radict, the principle of 
doing so being at variance with the usages of Masonie law in England, 
by which, until of late, in Templar matters, we have been guided, viz: 
‘Phat a Grand Body, by its mere creation, cannot invalidate subordi- 
nate bodies already existing in the territory over which it assumes jn- 
risdiction.. * * * * But Teannot help thinking, that had a little 
more time been taken for consideration, and less eagerness shown to 
precipitate matters, in the anxiety and determination for immediate in- 
dependenee, much of the present difficulty might have been avoided.” 

He referred to two ways out of the difficulty, which had been sug- 
gested ; one, ‘that a Provincial Priory should be formed in each Proy- 
ince of the Dominion, and that duly authorized representatives from 
such, should assemble and duly form the ‘National Great Priory’ for 
Canada.” The other, ‘‘'That all the Preceptories in the Dominion be 
invited to send to a Convention held therefor, duly accredited Repre- 
sentatives to form a Great Priory for the Dominion, as before. Either 
of these would have been wholly regular, and, it is believed, would 
have commanded assent and support of all at home and abroad, because 
the action would then have accorded with regular procedure in Craft 
Masonry in organizing governing bodies.” 

These views did not prevail—independence was declared at once, and 
without the aid of a Convention, as would haye been done under Amer- 
jean doctrine. The result, too familiar for repetition here, shows that 
Grand Master Moore was a wiser and safer guide than the majority over 
whom he presided. 

Referring to the ‘* Parent Body of England,” the Grand Master says, 
“There Great Priory has a settled home, and not a migratory Parlia- 
ment every year, in my opinion very objectionable.” 

There are many Knights Templars in the United States who will heart- 
ily agree with this, and would much prefer to see the Grand Encamp- 
ment no longer a ‘‘amigratory Parliament.” 

A Warrant was granted for Multa Preeeptory, in Truro, Nova Scotia, 
and another, for Metropolitan Preceptory, in Melbourne, Victoria, Aus- 
tralia. The business was conducted with decorum, and but slight fric- 
tion. The Report of the Grand Council on the condition of the Order 
is encouraging, but it says ‘* The Reports of the Provincial Priors are 
marked by an absence of the eategorical information that is absolutely 
necessary for an unbiassed opinion on the condition of the Order.” 
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The roll of officers shows, ‘‘Supreme Grand Master,” W.J.B. MeLeod 
Moore, Prescott, Ontario; Dep.*. Gr... Master, James A. Henderson, 
Kingston, Ont. ‘Provincial Priors,” eight. Great Officers, Daniel 
Spry, Barrie, Grand Chancellor, and five others, elected.

It 
quotes, with approval, from the address of the Grand Commander of 
Arkansas, in favor of the necessity for the existence of the Grand En- 
campment, including the fact that ‘Templar law should be the same 
this broad conntry over;” which desirable object_cannot be secured 
unless by ‘fa head—one that can read and expound the law with anthor- 
ity.”

The 30th Annnal Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Illinois was 
held in Chicago, October 26th, and 27th, 1886, John L. White, Grand 
Commander. The opening prayer by the Grand Prelate is printed in 
the proceedings, and is worthy of the prominence given it. 

The Grand Commander's Address clearly sets forth his doings in read- 
able form and invites attention. He reports a larger number of Knights 
created during the year, and this because it ‘generally oceurs in Tri- 
ennial years.” He say ** During the year the fonndations haye been 
laid deep and strong for that noble monument to Tllinois Masonry, the 
‘Orphan’s Home’—and further, it is now an assured suceess”—and 
recommends ‘the fostering care of all the Grand Masonic Bodies.” 

He has a good word to say for the Grand Encampment, and thinks 
that though complaints have been made against it, its defects can be 
cured by representatives thereto if they will but discharge the duties 
Jaid upon them. His opinions are crystalized in this sentence: ‘‘ There 
must be a recognized head to all corporate bodies.”

On his recommendation, 2 Committee was appointed ‘to visit P. R. E. 
Grand Commander T. T. Gurney, (then fatally ill) and convey to him 
the kind regards and sympathy of this Grand Body, together with our 
appreciation of the very eminent services he has rendered ‘Templar Ma- 
sonry in the years that are past.” This duty was gracefully performed 
and touchingly reported by the Committee. 

The Committee on Doings of Grand Officers reported ** that no cuse 
of grievance had been presented during the year,” and congratulated 
the Templars of that jurisdiction on the ability displayed by the Grand 
Commander in the discharge of his duties. 

Report on Ritual was made and action taken thereon, makes it obliga- 
tory to follow the Ritual adopted at St. Louis, by the Grand Eneamp- 
ment. 

A lengthy report on ‘¢'The Uniform of a Knight Templar” under the 
Grand Commandery of Hlinois, was adopted, This fully deseribes Coat, 
Pantaloons, Sword, Belt, Shoulder Straps, Crosses, Gloves, Chapeau, 
and Fatigue Dress in all details, including Street, Asylum and Prelate’s 
room, together with all needful paraphernalia. 

In October, 1886, this Grand Commandery had 6,74 members, and 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island had 6,813. The total di 
for the year in the former were $5,748.51—in the latter, 
difference of $2,383.26. Illinois, however, pays mileage and per diem 
expenses, the latter at the rate of 4a day. These amounted to $1,219.40 
in 1886. The difference of cost in other particulars is noticeable. Ex- 
clusive of printing, the postage, stationery, express and incidental ex- 
penses of the Grand Recorder’s office in Ilinois were $267.38—in Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island, $47.64, not including stationery, which 
in the latter was probably less than $10. The Grand Commandery of 
Hlinois pays $100 a year for Grand Recorder's office, 3600 for his salary 
and $150 for Report on Correspondence—at the rate of 90 cents a page 
$ s report. To this has been added, for 1887, an appropria- 
(0 for a telephone in the Grand Recorder’s office. 
/ This Grand Body prints about 500 copies more of its annual proceed- 
mss than Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and the cost in this item is 
$782.44. In other respects the costs are more nearly equal. Several 
amendments to the ‘Statutes and Regulations ” were adopted—one, 
“That a dispensation shall not be granted for any new Commandery, 
unless there are two or more Royal Arch Chapters in the proposed ju- 
risdiction.” And another, requiring the sanction “of all Commanderies 
whose jurisdiction shall be thereby curtailed.” 

PR. By Henry C. Ranney is Correspondent, and his report is a 
worthy successor of the many good ones from this jurisdiction. He 
frankly confesses that he is not in accord with Art. 17, Sec. 10, of the 
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Grand Encampment Code, referred to in the Address of R. E. Grand 
Commander C. C. Hutchinson, of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, but 
thinks we ought to live up to it until it is otherwise ordered. 

There is much to read in this report, and the temptation is strong to 
quote from it, but knowing our limitations of time and space, we stop 
at inviting attention to it.

The Thirty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
Tndiana was held in Tndianapolis, Tuesday, April 27th, 1886, when all 
the Subordinate Jommanderies (82) were represented. All of the Grand 
Officers were present, together with 11 Past Grand Commanders, 29 
Past E. Commanders, and 23 Grand Representatives; a condition of 
s that prepares one for the congratulatory remarks of R. E. Henry 
G. Adis, at the net gain of 86 members during the year, and of the 
“eyidence of the permanence and growth of Templar Masonry, and 
that the grand principles which are its foundation will ever commend 
themselves to the Christian world.” 

The Grand Commander granted 30 dispensations for special purposes, 
including Drill, to attend divine Service on Ascension and Easter Days. 
to escort the Grand Lodge in Laying the Comer-Stone of a Conrt 
House, and of a publie School building, and for what is not the rule in 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, to attend a frneral and perform the 
purial service—all in uniform. 

‘An interesting correspondence with Deputy Grand Master Charles 
Roome is reported by Grand Commander Adams on the following facts: 
At the Annual Conclave of 1884, dispensation was granted to establish 
Anderson Commandery, No. 82, within territory heretofore ocenpied 
by Muncie Commandery, No. 18, which refused consent, appealed from 
the action, and asked a stay of proceedings—holding that the appeal 
would act as 2 supersedeas—nevertheless, the dispensation was issued, 
and at the Conclave in 1885 a charter was granted to No. 82. The case 
involved correspondence with Grand Master Withers and Deputy Grand 
Master Roome, the latter holding that he could not interfere between 
a Grand Commandery and one of its Subordinates, but gave the opin- 
jon that under the Code of Statutes an appeal taken shall operate as a 
superseleas. 

Grand Commander Adams could not reach such a conclusion but still 
held “that the Grand Commandery has the full and absolute right to 
grant charters and dispensations to Subordinate Commanderies within 
its jurisdiction ”’—otherwise the Subordinate would be the creative pow- 
ey in such eases. Grand Commandery concurred. 
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A petition from eighteen Sir Knights to form a new Commandery in 
Wabash, was protested against by four Commanderies interested. Pe- 
tion refused. Another petition from thirty-two Sir Knights to form 
a second Commandery in Terre Haute, was refused, it being thought 
inexpedient to have two Commanderies in any city in Indin 

The sum of $200 was appropriated to procure 2 Banner for the Grand 
Commandery, 

This Grand Commandery pays five cents a mile and $3 a day for ex- 
penses of members attending—the total sum paid on account of this 
Conclave being $1,189.80. 

The Address is highly instructive and interesting, the reports, Annn- 
al and Special, are all good, and much care seems to be exhibited in 
conducting affairs in this jurisdiction. 

The Report. on Correspondence, by Past R. E. Nicholas R. Ruekle, 
occupies 118 pages, and contains much valuable matter. In reference 
to 2 matter included in the annual address of Grand Commander Hutch- 
inson, Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 1885, he says: ‘A Mason su 
pended or expelled is thereby deprived of all rights and privileges in 
his Commandery in other words his membership is in abeyance. This 
not because he is an unaftiliated Mason—but because he cannot asso- 
ciate Masonically with his fellow Templars—and as this deprivation 
results from loss of Masonic rights and privileges, and not from loss of 
Blue Lodge membership, the restoration to good standing, even if not 
Soins so far as to restore affiliated connection with the Lodge, removes 
the only bar against his reassuming his Templar associations.” 

Grand Commander Hutchinson decided ‘‘that restoration by the 
Grand Lodge does not restore a Knight to membership in his Com- 
mandery.” A decision so safe, that it will be difficult to plead with 
dominant effect against it.

aNatps uring the year. These details are also printed by Califor- 
nia, Colorado, Connecticut, Dakota, Mlinois, Kansas, Kentueky, Lon- 
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isiana, and Maryland, while Maine prints the names of members only. 
Tn 1869 the Grand Commander of Massachusetts and Rhode Island had 
the names of members printed in the proceedings, but the effect was 
thought to have invited increased attention from peddlers, beggars and 
other unbidden visitors. Printing the names of Knights dismissed from 
the roll of members for cause, would not be open to similar criticism, 
but might have a salutary effect on delinquents, besides being advisory 
to other jurisdictions. 

The Grand Commander's Annual Address deals closely with local af- 
fairs, except, only, the Grand Encampment, the Uniform, and the 
Ritual. In the former case he says: ‘‘Out of eleven Committees the 
Grand Commanderies had only three chairmanships,” at St. Louis, 
“None of the duties of these Committees leading them in the direction 
of in any manner affecting legislation.” He criticises the Ritual some- 
what, notes that 46 votes were cast for its adoption and 26 against, and 
concludes that ‘* In some respects it is much like the Iowa Ritual, but 
is shorn of wll modern improvements. It has gone back to the ‘old 
landmarks,’ so we are fold by the Committee. It is not as beautiful 
nor as impressive as the present Lowa Ritual.” 

Very likely other jurisdictions hold similar opinions, but will prefer 
to accept the result for the sake of uniformity. 

The following is in the right direction: ‘That each Subordinate 
Commandery in this jurisdiction be requested, during the ensuing year, 
to prepare a full and complete history, from date of dispensation to Jan- 
nary Ist, 1887, and tile the sume with the Grand Recorder.” 

The several acts and recommendations of the Grand Commander 
were reported on and approved, and a Special Committee on history 
was appointed, to report to Grand Commandery. 

From the report on Jurisprudence we quote: ‘Peace reigns through- 
out our borders; the laws are loyally obeyed, and this is the complete 
end and consmmmation of law.” 

This Grand Commandery has a ‘‘ Templar Park” of over 20 acres on 
the borders of ‘Lake Okoboji, or Spirit Lake,” and a eall is made 
for $15,000, by contribution, that buildings may be provided and im- 
provements made to fit it for the Conclaves of Grand Commandery, and 
the use of members and their families during the sessions. 

The report on Correspondence, by E. Sir T. R. Ereanbrack, fills 92 
pages, is well prepared and deals largely in facts. In noticing the ad- 
dress of Grand Commander Hutchinson, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, he says ‘‘there is not a line of gush in it.” He seems to be in 
accord with the reeommendations made to ent off the representative 
votes of the Commanderies subordinate to the Grand Encampment— 
“that an objection after ballot made to a Commandery and the Com- 
mander should prevent the conferring of the Orders until withdrawn— 
and that Grand Commanderies shall haye full power and authority to 
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regulate the uniform to be worn within their own jurisdiction,” except 
shonlder-straps—these to be under exclusive control of Grand Eneam- 
pment. 

In referring to our report on Correspondence he 
covering only eighteen pages, but pays it the compliment of saying “it 
is very meaty.”

Kansas, 1886. 


The Annual Conclave was held in Wyandotte, May 11th, 1886, and 
Grand Commander Burton E.,Langdon, opened his address by saying: 
“Tt is with profound feelings of gratitude and pleasure that I weleome 
you to this Eighteenth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
Kansas, in the gate city of our Commonwealth.” He further says: 
“The several Commanderies, with one or two exceptions, have had a 
healthy growth, and quality rather than numbers seems to have been 
more than ever before the motto of all.” 

He classed the 26 Commanderies in the State into 8 districts and as- 
signed them to as many Grand Officers for v sitation, and required 
these to see that the records and accounts were kept in proper order— 
to report the membership of each Commandery, the average attendance, 
the number of ununiformed Knights, assets and liabilities of Command- 
ery, name of Chapter and number of members in jurisdiction of each 
Commandery—that such exemplifieation of work shall be given as may 
be required by the visiting oflicer—and that such officer shall have “a 
proper escort” upon his arrival at place where Commandery is sta- 
tioned, to conduct him to and from the Asylum and to perform such 
other duty as pertains to the honors due an officer of this Grand Com- 
mandery ”—and this appears to have been fully carried out. 

The Grand Commander declined to grant dispensations for two new 
Commanderies as prayed for, and thinks there are as many Command- 
enies in the State as are needed at present. This opinion was conenrred 
in as the subsequent adoption of the following order shows: ‘‘ esolved, 
That hereafter no dispensation shall be issued authorizing the establish 
ment of a new Commandery within forty miles of an already established 
Commandery, except it be in cases of cities of five thousand or more 
inhabitants,” 

The proceedings are embellished with steel plate portraits of Edwin 
D Hillyer and Dwight Byington, Past Grand Commanders. 

The Report on Correspondence, by John H. Brown, covers 2 pages, 
and is in the yigorons style of this well known Sir Knight. He quotes 
nearly fonr pages from the address of Grand Commander Hutchinson, ~ 
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and from the report on proposed amendments to the Code and Statutes 
of the Grand Encampment, but refrains from any extended criticism. 

Tn referring to our reports on Correspondence, he evidently thinks 
them too brief, d pays the writer a compliment in connection there- 
with. We agree with him to the effect that the true way to secure a 
good report, is first to have a good committee, and then give them to 
understand they are at liberty to work at will.

The oceasion commenced with a street parade, an eloquent address of 
welcome by the Commander of Padueah Commandery, No. 11, and a 
happy response by the Grand Commander. 

Tn his official address the Grand Commander said: ‘'The most grati- 
fying intelligence has been received in relation to the increase of the 
Order,” and congratulated the assembly upon the continued prosperity 
of the jurisdiction. Under the head of Decisions, he said: ‘‘I do not 
now recall a single question asked that the Sir Knight could not have 
answered himself by simple reference to the Code and Statutes of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, and of this Grand Command- 
ery.”, A common trouble this—from the chronic cause of ‘‘ Won't 
Read.” 

A thorongh system of visitation and inspection prevails in th 
diction, and the reports of visiting officers show that the duty is closely 
attended to.

The Report on Correspondence makes 121 pages of readable and well 
digested matter, courteously expressed. In the review of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island the address of Grand Commander Hutchinson re- 
eeives favorable notice; so does the Report on Correspondence, and 
quotations are made from both. The Reviewer devotes six and one-half 
pages to Ohio, invited by criticism from that juris liction. The diseus

All the Grand Officers were at their posts; eight Past Grand Com- 
manders attended, together with representatives of the Communderies, 
Past E. Commanders and the representatives of twenty-seven Grand 
Commanderies, Massachusetts and Rhode Island being one. ; 

The address by the Grand Commander is, as he says, a ‘*suecinet 
statement of occurrences since the last Annual Conclave,” and prepares 
one for the congratulations of the Committee on Grievances ‘on the 
peace and harmony prevailing within the jurisdiction.” : 

On ‘‘ Ascension Day,” June 3d, 1886, the officers of five of the Com- 
manderies were installed in Special Conclave of the Grand Commandery, 
in Baltimore, with satisfactory results, as appears in the report on 
Doings of Grand Officers. We quote : 

“They concur with the Grand Commander in his views upon the 
wisdom of installing all the officers of Subordinute Commanderies at 
one time at a Conclave of the Grand Commandery.” : , 

“The success attending public observances of Ascension Day in this 
jurisdiction, demonstrates the fact that our Sir Knights and their 
friends desire a continuance of these interesting ceremonies.” 

The relations between Louisiana and Maryland are hiuppily restored 
to a fraternal basis, by action honorable to both, and the same good 
feeling prevails between Maryland and all other State jurisdictions. * 

Sir Knight Gorgas presented a report on Correspondence of 107 
pages, made up of liberal extracts from the proceedings reviewed, 
and such comments as seem proper to the reviewer.

In GENERAL. 


Tn submitting the preceding notices of Grand Commanderies, we 
have felt obliged to forego comment in many places wherein it would 
have been profitable to linger and grateful to have spoken. The print- 
ing in all eases is good, in some exceptionally so. The Grand Com- 


~manders 
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all show in their several reports, that duty has not been neg- 
lected, neither has any interest been sacrificed to convenience. As 
may be expected, there is enough yariety of opinion to break monot- 
ony, but cnough of common purpose to indieate a general desire to 
seeure whatever is best and truest and the most steadfast in maintain- 
ing the highest standard of character for Knight 'Templarism in Amer- 
ica. 

Tn this laudable effort Grand Recorders have joined, and their ability 
has found seope for display in the admirable manner in which the 
printed proceedings of their respective jurisdictions have been issued. 

The Committees on Correspondence, are unrestricted as to the bulk 
of their reports, nt are expected to make them, and if one will read, 
he may soon discover how important they are as factors in disseminat- 
ing information, founding opinion and establishing methods of legisla- 
tion and government that affect not only their respective jurisdictions, 
but of each other’s, and consequently, the Grand Encampment of the 
United States. 

It would be a pleasure to quote from the many apt things said and 
done, but though we know it is a personal gain to read them, we have 
to forego making extended quotations. 

Among the subjects to arrest attention, is the highest Templar or- 
ganization in the United States, and we now turn to what the Grand 
Commianderies have said or done concerning the 


GRanD ENCAMPMENT, 


In speaking of the powers of the Grand Eneampment, whether they 
are absolute or delegated only, the Grand Commander of Alabama, 
said, ‘fT hardly think these questions practical or promotiye of the 
good of the Order to diseuss them. The discussion, if made to any 
purpose, or with any intent of action, must be made by representa- 
tives of the several Grand Commanderies forming the Grand En- 
ecampment who will have the interest of both and the general welfare 
of the order at heart, and unless some real question of power or jut 
diction arises, such discussion is a mere intellectual diyvertisement in 
which I must decline to indulge.” 

Colorado’s correspondent, H. M. Orahood, P. G. Commander, epi- 
tomized the opinions and action of fourteen Grand Gommanderies, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island being ineluded, which was embodied 
in the resolutions adopted at the Semi-Annual Conclave in May, 1885. 

These resolutions were akin to those adopted in Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Michigan, and some others, but as is well known they did not 
prevail, unless in the matter of costume, over which Grand Com- 
manderies now have control, but Grand Eyeampment adopted a Ritual 
for all, and preferred to remain a ‘migratory parliament.” 

In speaking of this body Grand Commander Tufts of Arkansas, 
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noticed the fact that a variety of opinions exist concerning it, some 
“condemn it in unmeasured terms; some seem to do it conscientiously, 
others from foree of habit, and still others for the sake of being on the 
popular side.” He thinks, however, that representatives ‘tare estop- 
ped from assailing the acts of others when they make no effort to cor- 
rect or prevent them.” 

Grand Commander Chapman of Vermont, thinks ‘the Grand En- 
campment has been a great balance wheel to regulate differences, and 
has kept ever in view the unity and harmony which is the strength of 
the Order.” 

Indiana agreed “that needed legislation as to uniform, ritual, disci- 
pline and membership can he best secured throngh the means of the 
Grand Encampment, and that the conservatism of those members of the 
Grand Commanderies who constitute the Grand Encampment will pre- 
vent any infringement upon the rights of Grand or Subordinate Com- 
manderies.” 

The Grand Commander of Illinois, J. L. White, thought ‘ where 
there is so much smoke there must be some fire,” but, “here, as in 
representative body, vigilance and work are necessary to the ac- 
complishment of any desired result.” 

Grand Commander MeGrew of Towa, criticised the way in which 
Committees are made up in Grand Encampment, and thinks while it is 
80, “nothing is to be hoped for in the way of new legislation or the 
adoption of reforms heretofore asked for by Iowa, Pennsylvania, New 
York, Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and other Grand Jurisdic- 
tions.” Referring to the Conclaye in St. Louis in 1886, he says: ‘Out 
of eight Standing and three Special Committees the Grand Command- 
manderies had the chairmanship of three committees, viz.: Credentials, 
Dispensations and Unfinished Business. None of the duties of these 
committees leading them in the direction of in any manner affecting 
legislation.” This criticism is unquestionably a reasonable one, and 
carries its own moral. Tllinois is right, ‘vigilance and work are neces- 
sary to the accomplishment of any desired result.” 


Suspension For N. P. D. 


The Grand Commander, James 'T. Holtzclaw of Alabama, brought 
the question, ‘whether suspension for non-payment of dues in a lower 
body deprives a Six Knight of standing in his Commandery.” He 
admitted that his own opinion was in conflict with that of the Grand 
Encampment, but thonght, ‘That to deprive a Sir Knight of the bene- 
fits of his position in the Commandery it should be a breach of some 
duty enjoined by the By-Laws of his Commandery, or something in 


derogation of Knightly duty, or that would bring reproach upon the 
Order.” = 


The Committee on Jurisprudence in passing upon this found that 
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nnder enactments of the Granil Chapter of that State, and of the 
Grand Enenampment of the United States, ‘suspension in Lodge or 
Chapter for aay cause, suspends a Sir Knight in his Commandery with- 
out any action of his Commandery other than simply noting on their 
Books the suspension that has taken place in Lodge or Chapter.” In 
this opinion Grand Commandery concurred. 

Grand Commander Philip W. Keyser, of California, ruled on the 
question: ‘* A Sir Knight, suspended for non-payment of dues, desires, 
after paying all arrears, to be reinstated; how may this be done?” 
Reply. ‘£1. He may be restored to good standing on motion adopted 
by a majority vote.” 

62. He can be restored to membership only upon petition and 
unanimous ballot.”

1885, pp. 77, 78, for opinion prevailing on 
non-afliliation and suspension in this jurisdiction. See also address 
G.*.

Untrorm-Rirvan. 


Grand Commander MeGrew of Towa, in his address of 1886, said: 
“These two questions, so long before the Grand Encampment, were 
finally settled,” in St. Louis, in 1886. ‘In the matter of Templar uni- 
form, the Grand Encampment reserved the right of designating the in- 
signia of rank to be worn. In all other respects the whole subject of 
Knights Templar nniform was relegated to Grand Commanderies to be 
settled as seemed to them best.” 

In regard to the ritual he outlined its history in the Grand Encamp- 
ment, criticised the circumstances of its final adoption, thinks “it is 
not as beautiful nor as impressive as the present Towa ritual,” Dut said: 
“The ritual, as adopted, will be furnished to each subordinate Com- 
mandery, and must be worked.” 

His entire remarks convey the impression that if any change is de- 
sired, it may come by proposing and adopting amendments to the pre- 
sent form. Tf such a plan is followed, there are indications that 
amendments will be recommended. As to their adoption, perhaps, 
possibly. 


Tactics AnD Drinn. 


On this subject Grand Commander Atkinson of Arkansas, spoke most 

. appropriate words, after referring to the prominence it has gained, he 
said: ‘Tt is unquestionably proper, and indeed, essential, that our 
Commanderies acquire that proficiency in this art which will secure a 
perfect and easy conformity to the work of the asylum, and also to en- 
able them to make a creditable appearance in public, as a Templar 
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escort, or in paying the last sad rights to a departed frater; but her 
let us draw the line and devote more of our time to learning the work 
of the Asylum and in teaching our fraters to be tre Knights of the 
Temple; that truth and honor should be our distinguishing character- 
isties; that a Templar’s word should be as good as any man’s bond; 
that his moral character should be above reproach in his community. 
Then, when we haye become proficient in this drill, we will have 
achieved more lasting glory and renown than all the drill corps in 
America, for showy evolutions, or their trophies of the prize dvill.” 


Our part of the work is done, not that we have gone throngh the list 
of all things meritorious, in the proceedings noticed, but the printer 
awaits, the space intended is more than filled, even if many

thought and of speech are to be left untouched, though it is well to 
hope, not altogether unforgotten. G. 


Micutean, 1886. 


The Thirtieth Annual Conclaye was held in Detroit, May 11, and 12, 
1886. Grand Commander R. Allen Hall presided, and gave an addres 
setting forth his official acts for the year and reviewing matters of local 
inter st. Among dispensations reported we note that nine Command- 
erles were accorded the privilege desired of observing Memorial Day. 
The Constitution was amended in the matter of pay of Grand Officers, 
fixing the per diem at three dollars and mileage at ten cents for one 
way. An Ascension Day service of unmistakable Trinitarian character 
was adopted. A vote was passed requiring each officer and representa- 
tive to appear in full Templar uniform, and declaring that unless so 
uniformed no officer or member will be entitled to a seat in the Grand 
Body. Our thought is that it will be found somewhat difficult to 
enforce such a provision. On recommendation of the Committee on 
Jurisprudence a proposition was approved declaring that sovereign 
power belongs to Grand Commanderies and that the Grand Eneamp- 
ment can rightly exercise only ‘‘suech general powers as may be ex- 
Dressly delegated to it.” Tt goes without saying that the Michigan 
view in this matter was not the one taken at St. Louis. Much discus- 
wera was had respecting an appeal by Lansing Commandery against the 
action of the Grand Commandery in granting a charter for establish- 
ment of a new Commandery at Charlotte. This case went before the 
Grand Encampment, and the whole subject was re-committed to the 
Grand Commandery of Michigan,—a wise disposition of the matter as 
it seems to us, although we are not sure that the position taken by the 
State Grand Body is altogether justifiable. 

Sir Wm. P. Innes furnishes a report on Correspondence covering 
more than two hundred pages. He discusses a number of important 
subjects in an interesting review of the proceedings of 33 Grand 
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Bodies. He is outspoken in his opposition to the Grand Encampment. 
He says: ‘The Grand Encampment is of no practical use and we 
would be much better off as an Order without it.” We agree with Sir 
Knight Innes in some of his eriticisms of the Grand Encampment, but 
we believe in the perpetuation of that body, holding to the opinion that 
it has been helpful to the Templar Institution. We would like to see 
some limitations laid down in the way of restraint, both as to its scope 
of authorify and certain practices that attach to the Triennial gather- 
ings, but we should regret the disruption of the Grand Encampment. 

Michigan has thirty-seven Commanderies; a total membership of 
3,650, being a slight gain from the last report. The income for the 
year wis 305 ; expenditures $1,060; balance in treasury, $4,178.89. 
Sir Wim. 8. Lawrence was elected Grand Commander, and Sir Wm. P. 
Tnnes was re-elected Grand Recorder. 


Miynesora, 1886. 


The Twenty-first Annnal Conclave was held at Owatonna, June 24, 
1886. Fifteen of the cighteen Commanderies in the State were repre- 
sented in the attendance. Grand Commander Wm. D. Cornish made 
a report of his oflicial doings. He had granted several dispensations 
and refused others. Among the requests not granted was one from & 
Commandery asking leave to receive and act upon a petition for the 
Orders at the same Conclave. Referring to this ease Grand Commander 
Cornish well says: ‘I doubt the propriety of thus abrogating a by- 
law so important. * * * The oceasion should be one of very great 
emergency which would demand of a body of Knights Templar that 
the ranks be broken and 2 new member admitted upon the instant.” 
A considerable portion of lis address is devoted to the Grand Encamp- 
ment and to the adverse criticisms on that Grand Body which, in the 
judgment of Sir Knight Cornish, are by no means warranted. The 
Committee on Jurisprudence evidently were of the same opinion 2s 
the Grand Commander for they presented a report having reference to 
the relations of the Grand Encampment with the Grand Commander 
and the powers of the first named body, one sentence of their report 
being as follows: ‘The Grand Encampment of the United States 1s 
now the supreme authority and goyerning body in Templar Masonry, 
and in the judgement of your committee it should retain all powers now 
possessed by it; and the best interests of Templar Masonry demand 
that its powers should be plenary not advisory.” The Grand Com- 
mandery adopted the report, and recommended its representatives in 
the next Triennial Conclave (St. Louis, ’86) to oppose the adoption of 
amendments proposed by Pennsylvania and other States, and caleu- 
lated to restrict the powers of Grand Encampment. hs 

A vote was passed providing that no Commandery in the jurisdiction 
“shall confer the orders of Red Gross or the Temple upon any candi- 
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date who has not provided himself with the regular uniform of the 
Order in the fees paid for the Orders, or has deposited the sum of fifty 
dollars with the Recorder to apply on the purchase of the same.” 

The Report on Correspondence by Sir A. T. C. Pierson includes a 

review of the proceedings of twenty-nine Grand Bodies. Referring 
to the jurisdiction of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and to the last 
report on Foreign Correspondence which he designates by the term 
“unique,” he adds: ‘‘In all these eighty years Massachusctts has had 
but two reports on Correspondence. She is beginning to learn the 
value of such reports, and would become mneh wiser if she would per- 
mit her reporter to have full sv » ‘The Templars of this jurisdiction 
hope to increase in wisdom as the 
sress in this direction is the gathering and disseminating of information 
through reports of Committees on Correspondence ; but there are 
other helps which have not been altogether neglected in this jurisdic- 
tion during the eighty years and more in which the Templar organiza- 
tion has sted. 
Knight Pierson has something to say about Webb whom he 
regards as a publisher rather than an originator of various systems of 
work. As publisher and lecturer, however, according to the thought: 
of Bro, Pierson, Webb accomplished more than all his associates from 
whom he may have borrowed ideas and suggestions, and to him belongs 
the chief credit of establishing the American system as in substance 
now exists. 

We agree with Bro. Pierson that too much prominence is given to 
“Parades and Festivities.” “Many of the proceedings,” he says, 
“have either as a preface or addenda glowing reports of parades and 
festivities attendant upon Grand Conelaves. Minnesota is in the same 
boat, yet we would that all such were omitted in the practice.” All 
the same, howeyer, the Minnesota proceedings of ’86 are enlivened by 
4 graphic deseription of a festival observance at Owatonna, where the 
two wells bordered with evergreen were found, and where musie, flow- 
ers, and a sumptuous banquet gave delight to poor and weary pilgrims. 

Minnesota has 18 Commanderies having a total membership of 1,463, 
4 gain of 36 since the last report. Sir Henry Birkett, of Owatonna, 
was elected Grand Commander, and Sir A. T. C. Pierson, of St. Paul, 
was re-elected Grand Recorder.

Mississippi, 1885-1886. 


At the Twenty-tifth Annual Conclave held at Winona, June 24 and 
», 1835, Grand Commander W. P. Towler, presided. He reported his 
official acts in a brief addy His recommendation for the establish- 
tte of system of visitation and inspection was approved by a Special 
Committee, to whom the proposition was submitted, and likewise by

the Grand Body. Four districts were designated and placed in charge 
of supervisors, or inspectors. 

The report on Correspondence, prepared by Sir Charles M. Erwin, 
presents a summary of the doings of some thirty Grand Commanderies, 
and likewise the opinions of the reviewer upon the various subjects 
introduced. He objects to the centralization of power in the Grand 
Encampment though he believes in the usefulness of that Body and 
favors the Triennials as helpful to the best interests of Templary. He 
objects to the adoption of the Trinitarian test in the Templar Order. 
*<Let us steer clear of sectarian tests,” he says, and welcome all who 
are willing to wicld their swords for innocent maidens, destitute wid- 
ows, and the Christian religion, without requiring to know how they 
construe diflienlt passages of Scripture.” 

The Grand Body has 12 Subordinates with a total of 340 members. 
The net loss of the year was 28. Sir John H. Gordon was elected 
Grand Commander and Sir J. L. Power re-elected Grand Recorder. 

The ‘Twenty-sixth Annual Conclave was held in Jackson, Feb. 9, 1886. 
Grand Commander Gordon presided and gaye an address indicating 
that the Templar Order does not advance in Mis ippi. He complains 
of the ‘ existing apathy in the ranks,” and makes the following sug- 
gestions looking to the reviving of interest: 1. That Eminent Com- 
manders be earnestly requested to see that+in all eases practicable the 
eeremonies in Asyluns are performed in full. 2. That more attention 
be paid to the study of ritual and drill. 8. That jurisdictional lines 
be abolished. 4. That the minimum fee for the Orders be reduced to 
25.00. The first and second suggestions if acted upon will surely 
tend to an improved condition, but the third and fourth will not in our 
judgment help matters. Reducing the fees is not apt to increase inter- 
est in an organization. Only make the Templar Order to stand for the 
best things in social and moral communion ; only maintain it as a vital, 
progressive organization, and it will attract members without much 
reference to the fee that is charged. 

Sir E. G. DeLap presents a report on Correspondence, reviewing the 
proceedings of 23 Grand Bodies. He pleads his sufferings from chronie 
dyspepsia as an excuse for any ebulitions of temper that may crop out. 
The report is characterized by many strong expressions. He speaks of 
the Grand Eneampment as an ‘exerescence” which it were well to 
haye removed. ‘*The friends of the concern,” he says, ‘are those 
whose ideas seldom extend higher than a dress parade and a champagne 
supper. Of course there are many exceptions, but the majority is as 
stated.” Twelve Commanderies are within the jurisdiction ; their total 
membership is 314, a loss of 16 members in the short year covered by 
the report. Total income #217; balance due Grand Treasurer $17.67. 
Sir B. A. Vanghan was elected Grand Commander, and Sir J. L. Power 
re-elected Grand Recorder.

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Missouri, 1886. 


The proceedings of the Grand Commandery of Missouri, at the 
Twenty-fifth Annual Conclave, held in St. Louis, May 11, 1886, make a 
pamphlet of but 86 pag ineluding a Report on Correspondence 
which takes 34 pages. Sir George F. Rogers, Grand Commander, re- 
ported his official acts, ete. He refused to grant dispensations to 
shorten the time on petitions, taking the ground that the Grand Com- 
mander has no prerogative that will allow him to set aside the written 
law—the law in Missouri requiring four weeks to clapse before a peti- 
tion can be balloted on. As a matter of right and expedicney we think 
a Grand Commander should exercise the power, in his diseretion, of 
allowing a ballot to be taken in less than the prescribed time. Bvyi- 
dently the Grand Encampment intended that he should have such 
authority, albeit we do not question the propricty of the interpretation 
put upon the rule by Grand Commander Rog who thinks the action 
of the Missouri Grand Commandery limits his granting of dispensa- 
tions to shorten the time. The Committee on Jurisprudence in wv 
report bearing upon this matter expres 
Grand Commander has no power by prerogation or otherwise to annul 
positive provisions of law. That the Code of the Grand Encampment 
authorizes this Grand Commandery to give him this power does not 
operate to invest him with it in the absence of a grant by this Body.’ 
Having laid down the law the committee recommended that the restric- 
tive section be amended by adding the words, ‘* unless by written per- 
mission of the Grand Commander :” thus providing tl ut the power 
allowed by the Grand Eecampment may be exer sed within the ju 
diction of Missouri. ce 

Sir Wm. H. Mayo reviews the proceedings of 15 Gra and Jurisdictions. 
His report consists for the most part of quotations from the reports of 
other Grand Bodies. 

Missouri has 47 Commanderies, with a total membership of 2,571, a 
Sain of 99 based on last year’s report. Sir Jos. 8. Browne was clected 


Grand Commander, and Sir Wm. H. Mayo was re-eleeted Grand Re- 
corder. 


ed an opinion as follows : ‘*'The 


NEBRASKA, 1886. 


Grand Commander Allen B. Smith presided at the Fourteenth An- 
nual Conclave held in Fremont, May 4 and 5, 1886. There were pre: 
ent eight Grand Officers ; five Past Grand Oflicers ; cighteen Past 
Commanders, some of whom fill other positions ; nine Commanders 
and five proxies; six Generalissimos and six proxies; two Captains 
General and eight proxies. Fourteen of the Commanderies in the juris- 
diction—all but one—were represented. 

The Grand Commander reported the Order in Nebraska as 
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prosperous. He had granted but few dispensations, but one to shorten 
the time between receiving a petition and taking a ballot. He had 
declined to accede to the request of 2 Commandery to parade on Deco- 
ration Day. On this point he says; ‘I have declined to permit our 
Sir Knights to participate with other societies in the observance of 
Decoration Day, holding that Freemasonry should yield to none its 
right to lead in all it does, and that it shares its honors with no other 
society. Where there are no special laws, it is always safe to follow the 
enactments of the Blue Lodge, which I have done in this matter.” 

A Special Committee on the ‘‘ Grand Encampment” reported against 
any attempt to transfer or take away power from that Grand Body. 


They express their conviction that the Grand Eneampment has sover- 
eign power and onght to exercise this power. 


As a mere advisory 
body they think its existence would soon terminate. The Grand Com- 
mandery adopted the report.

New Hanesutee, 1886. 


The Twenty-seventh Annual Conclave was held at Concord, Sept, 28, 
1886. Grand Commander Woodward declared that the year of his 
administration had been marked by a steady growth of Penne Order 
in New Hampshire ; and that it had been a year “in which harmony 
and prosperity have blessed all our Commanderies.” A yote was passed 
requiring all Commanderies in the jurisdiction to use the Templar 
Manual of Tactics and Drill known as Myers’ Tacties, edition of 1884. 
Grand Recorder Cleaves presented an ancient diploma, granted to Sir 
Cush R. Edson, by the ‘‘ General Assembly of Knights Templars held 
under the sanction of Lodge No. 15, of South Carolina.” The docu- 
ment is dated Sept. 25, 1795. It is siened Wm. Johnston, High Priest, 
Sam’l MeMiller, Captain General, George Kennedy, Grand Master, 
and Sam’l IT. Johnston, Secretary. A heliotype of the diploma is pub- 
lished with the proceedings. An elaborate form of service for Ascension 
Day, with prayers, was reported by a committee and adopted by the 
Grand Commandery. It is an excellent and well arranged form of 
service ; but does its adoption imply that only this ‘ Order” can be 
followed ? Our thought is that as Commanderies are composed of men 
who worship in different churches, where forms are unlike, consider- 
able latitude should be allowed as to the procedure when a Com- 
mandery visits any church for worship. The order prescribed would 
be closely followed in a Templar Asylum, and would no doubt be ad- 
hered to in substance in a majority of Christian churches, but possibly 
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a clergyman in charge of a Congregational parish, receiving a Body of 
Knights Templars to worship in his ehureh, might like to have some- 
thing to say in respect to the arrangement of the service, selection of 
hymns, &c. We think well of the observance of Ascension Day by 
Commanderies ; we have no adverse criticisms to make in regard to 
the form of service adopted by the Grand Commandery of New Hamp- 
shire ; the only point we make is this, that when a Commandery visits 
any church to engage in publie worship the forms of that church be 
observed, or at least that no ‘ Order” be insisted npon as against the 
desires of the clergyman officiating. ‘Where the Spirit of the Lord 
is there is liberty.” 


ice, Tables, ete. ; but 102 pages are required for the Report 
on Correspondence by Sir Knight John J. Bell, who quote 
with many approving words and occasionally a note of dissent, from 
the proceedings of other Grand Jurisdictions. Eviden the New 
Hampshire Reporter has a rong feeling of regard for the Grand En- 
campment and would not see it shorn of any of its powers. He calls 
attention to the action of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island in adopting the Malta Ritual, ‘ with slight modifiea- 
tions,” and indulges in the following comment : 


“As the Grand Commandery thus seems to have power (in its own 
opinion) to modify the law of the Grand Encampment in a matter clear- 
ly within its jurisdiction, we would suggest that’ it go a slight step 
further and make the needed changes in the Constitution and Code of 
the Grand Encampment, and so save all the fuss which those who for 
one reason and another, do not like that body, have been exercised 
about for the last year or more. Its authority to do the latter is as 
sreatias that to do the former, and perhaps its work would have been 
as satisfactory as that of the Grand Encampment at St. Louis.” 


We do not suppose that we could break the foree of this criticism 
by saying that we of this jurisdiction intended no wrong, nor disloyalty 
to the Grand Encampment, and that the modifications of the accepted 
ritual are very slight indeed. Sir Knight Bell refers to the amend- 
nents of the Constitution of the Grand Encampment, as proposed by 
the Grand Commandery of this jurisdiction, and kindly says that no 
doubt they seemed wise to us, though unwise to others, and probably 
would have but slight influence upon the Grand Encampment. He 
Was a trne prophet in making this latter statement. 

New Hampshire has 9 Commanderies, having a total membership of 
1,291. The increase for the year ending August 81, 1886, was 39. Sir 
Charles Newell Towle was elected Grand Commander, and George 
Perley Cleayes was re-elected Grand Recorder. 
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New Jersey, 1886. 


All the Grand Officers, sixteen Past Grand Officers, and Representa- 
tives from thirteen Commanderies, (all but one in the jurisdiction) 
were present at the Twenty-cighth Annual Conclave held in Trenton, 
May 11, 1886. A change in the time of holding the annual sessions 
caused this ** Anunal” to be separated by only a period of eight months 
from the Annual Conclave of 1885. Grand Commander Ackerman in 
his address declared that a fair degree of prosperity had attended the 
Order during the term thus reported. He recommended that all com- 
missions issued to representatives by the Grand Commandery of New 
Jersey should expire with the Triennial Conclaves of the Grand En- 
campment, at which time new appointments should be made. He also 
recommended that no Sir Knight should hold more than one commis- 
sion. ‘These recommendations were favorably reported upon by the 
Committee on Jurisprudence and adopted by the Grand Body. The 
Grand Commander advocated local Templar displays as affording 
opportunity for military drill, and the perfecting of Commanderies in 
military tactics, x knowledge of which he deems important to the end 
that these bodies may make a ereditable appearance in public. We 
hold to the same opinion. The Order ot Knights Templars is a mili- 
itary organization, though it isa great deal more than a mere military 
order, ‘being founded on the Christian religion and the practice of 
the Christian virtues,” and some care should be taken in the way of 
instructing the members in marching and military evolutions. While 
we do not tayor giving too much attention to ‘tacties and drill,” we 
hold that Commanderies should be well uniformed and equipped, and 
sufficiently conversant with the ordinary movements required, to com- 
mand respect when they perform eseort duty, or appear in parade on 
some pilgrimage of their own. Attention to this part of Templar duty 
does not mean negleet of the weightier matters of the law. 

Sir Charles Bechtel reviews the proceedings of 20 Grand Command- 
eries. He expresses his dissent from the eonclision reached by Grand 
Commander Hutchinson, of Massachusetts and Rhode Tsland, to permit 
St. Omer Commandery to visit the Seottish Encampment at St. John, 
N. B. His idea seems to be that as the Great Priory of Canada had 
designated the Scottish Encampment a Clandestine Body, a dispensa- 
tion to make the pilgrimage should haye been refused. We have no 
thought of discussing the question thus raised, now practically settled 
by action of the Grand Encampment at the last Conelaye, but we may 
mention the fact that the Grand Commander of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, did not grant a dispensation for the pilgrimage until 
assured by the Acting Grand Master of Templars in the United States 
that the Scottish Encampment at St. John was a legally constituted 
body of Knights Templars and that he was not disposed to forbid any 
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such visit as was contemplated. The responsibility was thrown on the 
Grand Commander of this jurisdiction and he acted as his best judg- 
ment dictated. 

New Jersey has fourteen Commanderies ; total membership 1,198, 2 
falling off of 87 since the last report. Sir Isane S. Roberts was elected 
Grand Commander, and Sir Charles Bechtel was re-elected Grand 
Recorder. 


New Yorx, 1885. 


The Seyenty-second Annual Conclave was held in Rochester, October 
13, 18 Fifty Commanderies were represented in the attendance. 
Tn the absence of Grand Commander, Sir Abel A. Crosby, detained at 
his home by illness, the Deputy Grand Commander, Sir Peter For- 
rester, presided and read the annual address prepared by the Grand 
Commander. He began by saying that Templarism was never in a 
more prosperous condition in the jurisdiction. He thinks the greatest 
danger is an oyer-zeal to popularize the Order. The Grand Com- 
mander issued 86 dispensations during the year covered by his report, 
55 of them being to ballot and confer orders in less time than required 
by the regulations. Among the decisions announced is one hearing 
upon the question whether suspension in Lodge or Chapter for non- 
payment of dues carries with it suspension in the Commandery, or 
obliges a Commandery to suspend a member who may be thus dealt 
with, for the canse named, in Lodge or Chapter. The judgment of Sir 
Charles Roome, then Acting Grand Master of Templars, was taken on 
the point presented. We give his conclusion as of general importance : 
“The whole case mple when we take into consideration our own 
statutes and the code of the Grand Encampment ; and the matter will 
be made clear if we reflect that such suspension as will deprive a 
brother or companion of his Masonic rights, must be for some Masonic 
offence greater than non-payment of dues ; neither Grand Lodge or 
Grand Chapter can make a law binding upon us which imposed the 
Sime penalty for a neglect as for a crime, nor can it be argued that 
unaftiliation is such an offence against Masonic law as the violation of 
the moral or civil lay. We freely admit that every Mason ought to be 
® member of a Lodge and contribute to its expenses, but we do not and 
can not admit for one moment that any greater penalty can be admin- 
istered to a delinquent for dues than a deprivation of membership, 
which can not be accepted as affecting his Templar standing.” 

This decision supported by such high authority is certainly different 
from the view commonly taken, and does not seem to be in harmony 
with one of the fundamental laws of the Grand Encampment, viz: that 
the loss of membership in the Lodge or Chapter, by expulsion or sus- 
pension, involyes a loss of membership in the Commandery. We do 
not see how a Brother duly suspended from his Lodge, in accordance 
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with the provisions established by the Grand Lodge having jurisdic- 
tiou, can retain good standing in the Commandery. In the conclusion 
of his address Grand Commander Crosby says ; ‘*I desire to eall atten- 
tion to what IT deem to be a growing evil in our Commanderies—that of 
making military proficiency 2 most prominent feature. Proficiency in 
dvill is desirable, but the separate organizstion of drill corps in a Com- 
mandery, [believe to be in direct opposition to the best interests of 
the Order.” Our thought is that the tendency indicated should be 
checked, and that it is not well to have an organization within a Com- 
mandery—a sort of preferred class selected on account of their military 
qualifications ; but in some localities more attention ought to be given 
to proficicuey in drill, for every Commandery ought to be sufliciently 
instructed and drilled to make a creditable appearance in public. A 
proper mean in this will ensure the best results. 

The proceedings of the Grand Body were for the most part of a 
routine character. ‘The Grand Recorder, Sir Robert Macoy, presented 
a historical report, reviewing important events in the Templar Order 
since 1875. He alluded to the Eminent Knights who had been called 
away from carth since that date, and called over the names of some of 
the more prominent who yet remain. He referred to the increase of 
Templar literature during the last ten years, giving sression to his 
hope that continued researches would supply the missing link which 
will historically unite the Templarism of De Molay with that of Thos. 
Smith Webb. Our thought is that no such bond of organic connection 
exists. 

The report of Correspondence by Sir John W, Simons, gives a review 
of 29 Grand Bodies, summarising their various acts and oceasionally 
interjecting a criticism of opinion. Referring to the diffieulty between 
the Great Priory of Canada and the Grand Chapter General of Scot- 
land, (the Seottish Encampments in New Brunswick constituting the 
objective point of interest) he says: “Tt is certainly to be hoped that 
the Templar Bodies of the Scottish register in New Brunswick will, of 
their own motion, change front, but we fail to perceive how they can 
be compelled to that course.” He also adds the following: ‘‘The 
difficulty between the Great Priory of Canada and the Grand Chapter 
General of Scotland, does not, as we write, present any signs of imme- 
diate adjustment. The principle involved, as will be seen by reference 
to this report under ‘‘ Canada,” is the same as that between the Grand 
Lodges of Quebee and England, and ean only reach a settlement by 
mutual concession in the general interest and welfare of the Order. 
Meanwhile, we are clearly of the opinion that interference by the 
Grand Encampment would be to “more embroil the fray,” without the 
slightest hope of any corresponding benefit. We may advise with 
knightly courtesy, but can not lawfully draw our swords for either 
Montague or Capulet.”

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New York has 55 Commanderies, having a total membership of 7,562, 
a gain of 157 over the number reported the year previous. ‘The income 
of Grand Commandery for the year was ¥ ), Pay-roll of the 
session $2,809.90. 


Norra Carona, 18 


The Fifth Annual Conclave was held at Ashville, August 26, 1885. 
Grand Commander Eugene Grissom presided and gave a brief address. 
His report of the condition of Templar affairs in his jurisdiction is not 
altogether encouraging. He says; ‘Knight Templarism in this 
diction for the last Masonic year has been at ebb tide.” He rete 
his official acts as having been of a routine character and his decisions 
as ‘few and unimportant.” The proceedings were very brief and only 
of local interest. 

The report on Foreign Correspondence, Sir James Southgate, Chair- 
min of Committee, includes a review of the proceedings of 33 Grand 
Commanderies. He expresses his opinion on a number of questions 
that latterly have been discussed. He takes the ground that one ean- 
not be a Christian unless he believes in the ‘‘adorable Trinity,” and 
therefore ought not to be admitted to a Commandery of Knights Tem- 
plars. He maintains that American Templary is closely related to the 
Medieval institution from which we get the very essence of the Orders 
as we have them. He discountenances expensive banquets, and ex- 
presses his approval of the proposition that no Sir Knight should repre- 
sent more than one Grand Commandery near his Grand Body. 

North Carolina has seven Commanderi , having a total membership 
of 174. Raleigh Commandery has the largest membership, 41. Two 
Commandeties have less than 20 members each. It is evident that the 
Order is less prosperous than could be desired. Sir Donald W. Bain 
was clected Grand Commander, and Sir James B. Munds, Grand Re- 
corder, 


Outo, 1886. 


The Forty-fourth Annual Conclave was held at Akron, October 14 
and 15, 1886. 

There were present Sir Charles I. Stanley, Grand Commander ; 12 
Grand Officers ; 19 Past Grand Officers in person or by proxy ; 71 Past: 
Commanders, and 78 Knights representing 38 Commanderies. 

The address of Grand Commander Stanley oceupies twenty-nine 
closely printed pages in the proceedings. Almost at the beginning he 
says: ‘Tam pained to report that harmony does not exist. The dis- 
cord that for years has existed seems to have culminated, until in some 
instances it has put on the form of rebellion.” Further on he gives 
an account of the arrest of the charter of New: Commandery, for 
the reason that said Body had refused to receive charges against seven 
of its members, ‘for unknightly and unmasonic eonduct, violating 
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the law of the Grand Commandery in reference to illegitimate Ma- 
sonry.” He also reviews the tris by commission of Em. Sir Henry 
D. Moore, whose case has excited so much interest, not only in Ohio 
but in other jurisdictions. Grand Commander Stanley affirms the 
utof the Grand Commandery to tr any of its members, and 
defends his course in appointing a2 commission before whom Sir Moore 
tried. He thinks the jurisdiction in all eases like the one under 
view is clearly with the Grand Commandery, and it is for that Body 
to exercise the right in its diseretion. The appeal of Sir Moore against 
the action of the Grand Commander in appointing a comm 
against the jndgment of indefinite suspension pronounced, was duly 
reported for the action of the Grand Commandery. 
The Committee on Templar Jurisprudence, haying considered the 
first of these important eases, reeommended confirmation of the action 
of the Grand Commander in arresting the charter of Newark Com- 
muandery, and its reeommendation was adopted. The same Committee 
and the Committee on Grievances, sitting as 2 Joint Committee in the 
case of Sir Hen D. Moore, reported that the Grand Commandery 
had original jurisdiction 3 that the proceedings taken in his trial were 
regular and in accordance with Templar law ; that the evidence was 
suflicient to sustain the findings of the commission, and therefore they 
recommended that the decision of the Grand Commander be sustained. 
The entire report, with recommendations therein contained, was 
adopted. An appeal was taken to the Grand Encampment. However 
the law may be decided and the right vindicated, it is painful that the 
two cases noted should have arisen. ‘* Offences must needs come but 
woe unto those by whom they come.” Strife and alienation have en- 
tered the lines of the Templar Order in Ohio, and while we have no 
disposition to attempt to fix the responsibility we yet feel that much of 
the present bitterness might haye been prevented. Be that as it may, 
we trust that the best and wisest counsels may prevail, to the end that 
all the equities involved may be preserved, and peace and harmony be 
again in the scendaney. 
In this connection we notice the attempt made to repeal the resolu- 
tion, construing Section 13, Article I, of the Constitution, adopted in 
1883, having reference to illegitimate Masonry. The motion to repeal 
or re 1d failed, 79 votes being cast in the affirmative and 118 in the 
negative. ‘Time will tell whether the course of the Grand Command- 
ery has been wise in attempting to determine what are legitimate 
Masonic Bodies, and in proceeding so earnestly to stamp out the 
“bogus” rites. All things lawful are not expedient. 
Sir E. T. Carson furnishes a report on Correspondence filling 163 

es. He reviews nearly all the questions that have recently been 
discussed in Templar Bodies and freely expresses his opinions. No 
words of condemnation are too severe for him to use in characterizing 
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the ‘‘bogus, fraudulent concerns,” which in his judgment represent 
an irregular Masonry of the higher degrees. In reviewing the pro- 
ceedings of the last Triennial, he rej s in the settlement of the 


“uniform ” question, intimates his satisfaction in the adoption of a 
his 


uniform ritual of the Red Cross and Templar Orders, expres 
opinion that it is useless to attempt to abolish the parades 
ties that have come to form so considerable a part of the T 
Templar reereation and enjoyment, and suggests the rv sing of a fund 
by a per capita tax on all Knights Templars in the United States, to 
be expended in decorating, providing head-quarters, cte., ete. A fund 
of about $60,000 might answer the necds. He closes this part of his 
report by saying: ‘If we will dance, we ought to pay the fiddler. 
We mean that we should either pay the enormous expense, or suppre 
the dance.” Our thinking goes the same way, but we look forward to 
atime when the Grand Encampment will have a permanent place of 
meeting, when there will be less call for lavish expenditures and exten- 
sive parades, and when the general disposition will be to mike the 
Triennial gatherings take on something more the character of business 
mectings, when the interests of our Order may be carefully considered 
and wise legislation had for the advancement of ‘Templary along the 
lines of its possible usefulness and tre glory. 

Ohio has 39 Commanderies, having a total membership of 5538, a 
slight increase during the year. Sir La Fayette Lyttle, of Toledo, 
was elected Grand Commander, and Sir John N. Bell, of Dayton, 
Grand Recorder. R. 


PENNSYLVANIA, 1886. 


Thirty-third Annual Conclave, Joseph Alexander, Jr., R. E. Grand 
Commander. Sixty Subordinates represented. 

The able and interesting address of the R. E. Grand Commander 
opens with a brief sketch of the history of Templar Masonry in Penn- 
sylvania. He claims that Pennsylvania instituted the “first strictly 
Templar organization, Grand and Subordinate, on the American conti- 
nent,” and yet admits that they fell from grace, and ean now only 
claim for the Grand Commandery an existence of ‘‘a third of a cen- 
tury.” 

To carry out the new stem of visitations to Subordinate Comman- 
deries, adopted the previous year, he divided the jurisdiction into 
fifteen districts, and appointed for each a ‘* Division Commander,” 
subordinate to the R. E. Grand Commander. ‘The duties of these 
Division Commanders correspond to the duties of District Deputies 
in Lodge and Chapter. Such a system thorc mghly carried out can but 
promote harmony of action and uniformity of work. 

Under the head of Uniform he is a little radical. After stating that: 
he had enforeed uniformity in his own jurisdiction, he says: 
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**As your presiding officer, T am expected to enforce the law as I find 

and know it, and not to make it. 
“We recognize the Grand Eneampment as the supreme authority to 
y whit shall constitute the proper uniform of a Knight Templar. 
Under the existing law i¢ has been, and is now, utterly impossible for 
me, as your Grand Commander, to allow the admission of Sir Knights 
from other jurisdictions, either in the Grand or Subordinate bodies, 
when uniformed contrary to law. 

“T have taken this firm stand, not for the purpose of being arbitrary, 
but beeanse T believe my course will be sustained by those who prop- 
erly interpret the edict of 1862. 

**So long as the Grand Encampment does not rescind this edict, we 
all in duty bound to carry it ont in both letter and spirit.”

As the Grand Encampment at its last Triennial Conclave placed the 
matter of Uniform in the hands of the State Grand Commanderies, we 
will not point out the “arbitrary” and discourteons character of such 
ameasure. The wearing of shoulder straps—remaining still under the 
exelusive control of the Grand Encampment—may, however, furnish 
him grounds for exeluding ‘Sir Knights from other jurisdictions” if 
shoulder-strapped * coutrary to law.”. Time will tell. 

Public installations are very popular in the Keystone State. He says 
that the officers of Warren Commandery were installed ‘in the pres- 
ence of one of the most fashionable andiences ever assembled in War- 
ren.” The officers also of the Grand Commandery were publicly in- 
stalled in the Academy of Music, Seranton, R. BE. Sir George S. Graham 
delivering an admirable address. We make a note of this to show that 
a “prophet is not without honor save in his own country.” Masonic 
correspondents in Pennsylvania have written much against such public 
ceremonies, and even censured distinguished Masons for taking part 
in them; but their words seem to attract much less attention at home 
than abroad. The old Bay State has no conscientious scruples on that 
subjec 

Sir William J. Kelly presented the Report on Correspondence, Te- 
viewing briefly twenty-two Grand Commanderies, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island not included. 

We are assured by our Grand Recorder that three copies of our pro- 
ceedings were sent to Pennsylvania. As we have but just received 2 
copy of the proceedings of Pennsylyania—March 21, 1887—and the last 
Annual Conclave was held May 25th, 1886, we had almost concluded 
that a cyclone had struck either the printer’s or the Grand Recorder’s 
office—perhaps both—and much yaluable correspondence had gone to 
the winds. Well, it is hard to fix responsibility where people live so 

far away, so we must drop it. 

Sir Knight Kelly has presented a very readable and valuable report. 
The following extract is apologetic: 
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“For instance, it has been said we were very brief in our report. 
Granted, but it would hardly be wise in us to spread out a report be- 
yond our capacity for the intelligent treatment of our subject; besides, 
we wrote as an introduction all that impressed us after carefully reading 
through what was offered us. We did not care to nor do we think we 
would add to the interest of our report by notice of personal matters, 
either of style of treatment, meaning of words used in connection with 
the subject, or grammatical construction of sentences.”

Twenty-fourth Annual Conclave, R. E. Sir John B. Nicklin, Grand 
Commander. Fourteen Commanderies represented. ; 

The annual report is brief and business-like. He feclingly announced 
the decease of R. E. and Past Grand Commander Sir John McClelland. 
Very impressive memorial services were held in a ‘conclave of sorrow.” 
Most of the address and reports of other Grand Officers relate to lusi- 
ness of local inter 

The short form of the Order of Malta was prescribed for use; “2P7o- 
vided, that any Commandery may, at its diseretion, use the long form.” 

Tennessee yoted to join the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island in proposed amendments to the Constitution of the 
Grand Encampment, but as those questions haye heen acted upon, we 
will pass them for the present. 

Tt was decided that the Eminent Commander has power to suspend 
the Sentinel of his Commandery, subject to appeal ad interim. 

The Grand Recorder, Sir Wilbur F. Foster, presented a firs 
Report on Correspondence, reviewing thirty-four Grand Commandery 
proceedings, our own frat: srnally included. 

He notes the fact that Massachusetts and Rhode Island adopted the 
short form of the Order of Malta with “slight modifications,” and then 
says, “How about the right to make ‘slight modifications ” Toe 
is human, and the “right” to correct any historic, philological, or 


fare errors in a written doeument, before adopting it, is inde- 
easible, 


He quotes the decision of G ‘and Commander Hutchinson, and then 
comments as follows: 


“We respectfully differ. Expulsion as a Master Mason did not de- 
brive him of membership in the Commandery. It simply prevented 
him from visiting or enjoying any privileges as a Knight Templar— 
holding his membership, but without the power to enjoy the rights 
pertaining thereto. His restoration to good standing as a Master Mason 
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by the Grand Lodge might not restore him to membership in his Lodge, 
but it would certainly remove all the stain or disability in the Chapter 
or Commandery consequent upon the sentence of expulsion in the 
Lodge, leaving him in those other bodies just as it found him—a mem- 
ber in good standing.” 


Prom all of which we most decidedly dissent. xputsion asa Master 
Mason, according to general Masonic law throughout the Masonic world, 
deprives a Knight Templar of membership in Lodge, Chapter and Com- 
mandery. And that is the law of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States. It is unnecessary to quote authority on a question so generally 
conceded. 

Sir Knight Foster quotes and ‘‘ endorses” the following statement of 
Commander Hutchinson: 


“<The doctrine here laid down is that when a Knight loses his mem- 
bership in 2 Commandery, he can be reinstated therein only by the 
consent of the members thereof; that no other body or power, neither 
a Lodge or Chapter, the Grand Lodge or Grand Commandery, nor the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, can interpose and say toa 
Commandery, you must reinstate him to membership whether you wish 
to or not. ‘To adopt any other rule or doctrine would imperil the har- 
mony and usefulness of our subordinates, and be fatal to the best in- 
terests of the Order; commenting thereon as follows: 


“AIL of which we most heartily endorse, and emphatically maintain 
to be true. We go still further, and deny the power also of the Lodge 
or Chapter to interfere with the membership of a Commandery in ay 
Lodge or Chapter cannot expel from membership in a Com- 
ny more than they can restore thereto. Therefore, the ex 
pulsion from Lodge did not affect his membership in Commandery, 
and the restoration to good standing by the Grand Lodge left the 
Knight in the same condition it found him, a member in good standing 
of his Commandery.”

Tn that we agree only in part, because the argument is based upon # 
misapprehension of the case in question. Tn Massachusetts and Rhode 
Tsland, when an expelled Master Mason is restored to his general Ma- 
sonic rights by the Grand Lodge, he is not restored to membership 1 
his Lodge. On that ground Commander Hutchinson decided, “that 
restoration by the Grand Lodge does not restore a Knight to member- 
ship in the Commandery,” conceding that, according to Masonic law, 
the Knight had lost his membership by being expelled by the Grand 
Lodge. That decision seemed to be in conflict with Art. 17, Sec- 10, of 
the Code of Statutes of the Grand Encampment, which reads: 


“© When the suspension or expulsion from the Commandery was the 
restlt of suspension or expulsion by the Lodge or Chapter, 2 certificate 
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of his restoration in the body which disciplined him will restore the 
Knight to good standing and membersh ip.” (Italies ours.) 


Tt will not do to say ‘the expulsion from Lodge did not affect his 
membership in Commandery.” As Knights Templar: id that, too, 
by the law of Templar Masonry, we cannot hold Masonic intercourse 
with an expelled Mason, and by the same law none but Master Masons 
in good standing can be admitted to the Orders and to membership. 
And when a Knight loses his membership in a Commandery, he ean be 
reinstated therein only by the consent of the members thereof ;—a 
“certificate of his restoration” to membership in his Lodge is not 
sufficient. 

There are other points we would like to notice in this excellent re- 
port, but our limit as to space deprives us of the pleasure.

Thirty-third Annual Conclave, R. E. N. W. Hunter, Grand Com- 
mander. Thirteen Commanderies represented. 

After opening the Grand Commandery with ‘‘appropriate eeremo- 
nies,” it was called from ‘duty to rest” and escorted to the Methodist 
church for the purpose of receiving an address of weleome from the 
Mayor of the city. Rey. and Sir igen Carpenter, Grand Prelate, re- 
sponded by setting forth in an able address the fundamental principles 
of the Order. Although he believes in the doctrine of the Trinity, he 
says: “T deprecate even the discussion of the question, and trust we 
have heard the last of it.” He looks upon the discussion of that sub- 
ject asa “disturbing element” that will ‘‘endanger the whole system.” 

In that we agree with Sir Knight Carpenter. We belong to the same 
school with him, but we are opposed to discussing any particular church 
dogmas in any Masonic body. The word Trinity does not oceur in 
Seripture, nor can we find it in any of the carly confessions of faith. 
Neither is it to be found in any of the Templar obligations. No man 
living or dead has ever been able to explain how, or in what manner 
the “three persons” are united, or how, separately or jointly, they aro 
God. If we admit the dogma of the Trinity, then must inevitably 
follow the doctrine of the “Procession of the Holy Ghost”; that is, 
does the Holy Ghost proceed from the Father or the Son; or does he 
proceed from the Father through the Son? Shall we adopt the single 
or double procession? For ages the discussion of those questions has 
been going on between the Greek and Latin churches. 

We opposed the long form of the Order of Malta beeause it appeared 
to be an attempt to foree upon the Fraternity particular church dogmas. 
We like the following article, found in the Supplement to Code of Stat- 
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utes, under the head of Christian Knighthood: ‘‘'The Ritual contains 
those things which a Kaiight obligates himself to believe and perform. 
The Grand Master has no authority to give additional defini ions.” 
And we will add that no Templar Body has the right to give definitions 
extending or abridging the obligations already taken by a Knight Tem- 
plar. 

On returning to the Asylum, the Grand Commander delivered his 
which relates strictly to matters of business. Dispen- 
sationus were granted for two new Commanderies. Z'welve dispensations 
were granted to ballot upon petitions for the Orders, ‘‘waiving the time 
required by the Code of Statutes.” Pray tell us what is the use of 2 
Code of Statutes, if it can be universally, or to that extent, disregarded? 

Fecling and appropriate allusion was made to the death of R. E. Ben- 
jamin A. Botts, Past Grand Commander of Texas. 

The military element is cultivated in Texas by an annual ‘canton- 
ment” of the Commanderies. At these cantonments Commissaries and 
Quartermasters are appointed, commi: ry buildings erected, rosters 
made out, officers of the day appointed, ete., and for six days the Sir 
Knights receive ‘distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen,” and 
invite them to ‘partake of Knightly hospitalities.” 

He reports a membership of oyer a thousand, prosperous in finances, 
inereasing in numbers rapidly, and all in peace and harmony. 

Sir John C. McCoy presented a résumé of thirty-four Grand Com- 
mandery proceedings, Massachusetts and Rhode Island fraternally in- 
eluded. He does not attempt to discuss any question, for the simple, 

but potent, reason that the Committee on Printing stood behind him, 
demanding that the report should be brief, Now, while we admit that 
reports on Correspondence may be too diffuse, wordy and lengthy, we 
claim that an intelligent diseussion of subjects of general interest makes 
them more readable, and tends to harmony of action and uniformity 
of work. Christian Knighthood is a vast field to explore, and the 
Masonie scholar is alwa finding something new, some ‘pearls of 
great price,” which he wants the Brotherhood to share with him. ,

The acting Grand Master, V. E. Charles Roome, was received into 
the Asylum with all the honors due to his official station, and happy 
greetings passed between him and the Vermont Templars. 

A well-prepared and business-like address was delivered by the R. B. 
Commander, in which he pays appropriate tribute to the departed. 
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While he admits that the Grand Encampment has at times pursued a 
vacillating policy, and that there are errors in the doings of that Grand 
Body, yet he believes it has been a ‘great balanee-wheel to regulate 
differences, and has kept eyer in view that unity and harmony which 
is the strength of our Order”; that ‘‘it is a morbid, unprogressive, 
discordant tone, vibrating with an erroneous sense of self-sufliciency, 
that sounds the key-note of dissolution.” He therefore favors the 
Grand Encampment as a ‘‘ Central Power,” and tenders the ‘true and 
loyal support of the Sir Knights of the Green Mountains,” with an 
“All hail to the Grand Encampment of the United States!” 

sain we are brought reportorially (‘fan ill formed word”) face to 
face with our Companion and Sir Knight, Frederick S. Fisher. “And, 
in attempting to review his report in this branch of Masonry, we find 
ourself, as of yore, disposed to say, with St. Paul, “let her drive,” 
which is only another way of saying Amen. If we could write with 
the ease and grace that he does, we might not be so willing to have 
him speak for us, but as long as he ‘‘ expresses our mind exactly,” it is 
just as well. Besides, it saves our Commandery a little expense for 
paper and printing. 

Sir Knight Fisher is inclined to give us ‘“‘sermonetts,” and we like 
it, too, for Freemasonry teaches the sublime doctrines of the immor- 
tality of the soul and the resurrection of the body. But is it true that 
the departed saints go to an ‘“‘intermediate state” (or place) and not to 
heaven? 

He says, in speaking of the Saviour: 

“From Calvary He went to this place. But as He went to heaven 
forty days after the resurrection, He led us out as far as Bethany to 
receive His blessing and witness His departure. And as he went to the 
place of departed spirits, so will we go, waiting the last trump, when 
the dead bones will rise from their dust. Now as we preach this doc- 
trine, we do not add or seek to add to the truths taught in the Orders, 
any more than we add a test as proposed by Canada. We simply draw 
out the teachings of the Orders. Perhaps, indeed, those who have 
full doctrines see more in our teachings than those who have them not. 
Yet they are there and are to us most wonderful, because as it were 
accidental, proof of the intimate relationship of our Order with the 
stian religion.” 


‘ 


St. Paul did not gather such doctrines from the teachings of the 
Crucified One. He says: ‘We are always confident, knowing that, 
whilst we are at home in the body, we are absent from the Lord (for 
we walk by faith, not by sight); we are confident, I say, and willing 
rather to be absent from the body, and to be present with the Lord. 
Wherefore we labor, that, whether present or absent, we may be ac- 
cepted of him,” It is one of two things: if present with the body, 
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absent from the Lord; if absent from the body, present with the Lord; 
and to be ‘* with the Lord” is heaven, no matter where it is. That 
gives vw richer, sweeter, nnd more sublime idea of the immortality of 
the souls of the saints and marty How sweet to think of loved ones 
in heaven! 

Massachusetts and Rhode Tshund (1885) is very courteously reviewed. 
The address of Commander Hutchinson is highly commended as “‘terse. 
elegant and reverent in opening, short, and to the point.” 

Proceedings of October, 1885, draws his attention to the portrait of 
Grand Commander Hutchinson, which he says ‘gives the uppearance 
of more years than his nee will Warrant”; and wonders if it was caused 
by any trouble Sir Fisher gave him when he sat at his feet and “said 
the Catechism.” «* 4 nilty conscience,” ete, He approyes of his views 
on the status of the Templars of New Brunswick, and adds some pun- 
gent facts. a 


He says the Grand Recorder's Report on Correspondence “reads like 
the catalogne of a well-wranged library,” but thinks in time he will 
give vw fuller and more complete report. : He quotes with approval our 
law on suspension of membership for non-payment of dues; and is 
opposed to introdueing dogmatical terms, like that of the Trinity, into 
our ritnal, At the risk of overstepping the bounds of space allotted us; 
we must make one or two quotations with approval. Under California 
he endorses the Red Cross: ; 


1 Below Nea to add that the form of the Cross was well known before 

Calva: The Brazen Serpent?s Rest was the Tau Cross, called by 
Chri tians The Ant patory Cross, or The Typical Cross. And what 
is known as the Star in the East, the star of Epiphany. was, says legend, 
the form of a Cross. We have often been aumpeved at the objection 
brought agninst the Red Gross Order us being a mixture of Heathen 
and Christian Symbolism, because it had the Gro in its lessons. We 
on the contrary have always looked on this Order with admiration, 8S 
representing that light among the Gentiles not lost, when one sO 
was selected as the chosen. From the Flood all faerie had the same 
truth, and truth never dies. And connecting the Jewish degrees with 
the Christian Orders, is our Red Cro 3, aS the Baptist conneets the tW° 
dispensations of God, though not himself a Christian.” 


Under Virginia, on “requiring affiliation in Chapter and Lodge,” 
he says: ‘*We must decidedly object, in so far that we are not willing 
to be enforced to a membership in another body to be yetained as & 
Commandery member. Nor do we see the right that Virginia Knight 
Templars or the Grand Encampment have to meddle with the member 
ship of Lodge or Chapter. Experience says in the Gulf States, contrary 
to this statement of Virginia, that the Status of capitular Masonry 18 


what cripples their Commandery prosperii y. We would be glad, how-

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ever, to have each State have the right to define the condition of 
membership, as will be asked at the next Triennial. Also in the 
address a protest, and adopted, against .restoration to membership 
in Lodge or Chapter restoring membership in Commandery, on 
which the G.. ©... says truly, as we believe, but hardly con- 
sistent with the other se: *There exists no power to force a 
member upon any Masonic body without its own consent.’ And 
right here we ask, will it benefit or otherwise, Lodge or Chapter, for 
any to hold membership in them, simply to retain membership in the 
Commandery, where alone will be their interest and attendance? In 
voluntary societies let the voluntary principle rule.”

Sixty-fourth Annual Conclave, R. E. Frank A. Reed, Grand Com- 
mander. Ten subordinate Commanderies represented. 

An excellent address was delivered by the R. E. Grand Commander. 
He feelingly announced the decease of Eminent Sir Robert 8. Chew, 
and pays the following tribute to his memory: ‘‘'To those who knew 
him no eulogy is needed on the life and character of Sir Robert 8. Chew. 
As a Mason and a Templar he was able, zealous and efficient. In the 
private walks of life modest, genial, charitable, courteous and chivalric. 
Possessed of the highest sense of honor, he illustrated, perhaps, but 
few men do, those principles of honor, integrity and truth, that are the 
dis mguishing characteristics of our Orde But much as he will be 
missed by his brethren of the mystic tie, it is among the poor and dis- 
tressed in the community in which he lived that his loss will be most 
deeply mourned. To them he was ever a most generous, loving and 
sympathizing friend.” 

The Sir Knights of St. John and DeMolay Commanderies remember 
with great pleasure the generous hospitality bestowed upon them at 
Fredericksburg in 1881, while on their pilgrimage to Richmond, and 
that it was in a beautiful garden adjoining Eminent Commander Chew’s 
home where the bountiful collation was served and a splendid address 
of wel ome delivered by Judge J. T. Goolrick of Fredericksburg. The 
Eminent Commander’s house was thrown open for the entertainment 
of the guests, and aright royal entertainment it was, under the dire 
tion of Mrs. Chew, his sister, who presided with all that grace and eas 
which made the Sir Knights and their ladies feel at home. Our pro- 
found sympathy is extended to the bereaved family, and to our 
esteemed Sir Knights of Fredericksburg. He died Aug. 17, 1886. 

R. E. Grand Commander Reed attended the Triennial Conclave of 
the Grand Encampment, and speaks highly of the ‘‘magnifieenee of 
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the reception accorded.” He says: ‘I am sure the sentiment is domi- 
nent in the Grand Eneampment that Grand Commanderies should be 
allowed to administer their internal affairs in their own way, pro- 
vided they keep themselves within the pale of the constitution of the 
Sovereign Grand Body. ‘That, in our opinion, has been the great 
desideration for several years past, and some of the legislation at St. 
Louis points strongly in that direction. Let the good work go on. 

We quote the following from the report of a special committee, 
which was adopted: 

“We think the law, Article 17, Section 10, of the Code of Statutes of 
the Grand Eneampment of the United States should be changed so 
that a Commandery shall have the right to yote on the restoration to 
Membership of any suspended or expelled member, although the sus- 
pension or expulsion was the result of suspension or expulsion by 
Lodge or Chapter, and although restored in the body which suspended 
or expelled him. 

Your Committee fully coneur in the views expressed by the Grand 
Commander of Massachusetts, and quoted with approyal by our own 
Grand Commander in his comments on the decisions referred to aboye. 
The control of Grand Commanderies over the subject of reinstatement 
to membership in their subordinate Commanderies, should be, and is, 
supreme ; and we therefore recommend the adoption of the following 
yesolution on this subject for the government of this jurisdiction : 

Resolved, That a Templar who has been suspended in his Command- 
ery in consequence of being suspended or expelled upon charges in his 
Lodge or Chapter, ean only be restored to membership by a vote of the 
Commandery. In ease of suspension, by a two-thirds yote, and in case 
of expulsion, by a clear ballot. 

One suspended in the Commandery in consequence of suspension for 
non-payment of dues in Lodge or Chapter, shall stand restored to 
membership in his Commandery without a vote, upon his restoration 
by the body in which he was so suspended.” 

It will be seen by the above quotation that Grand Commander 
Hutchinson’s decision, rendered in a case which occurred in our own 
jurisdiction, is sustained by Virginia.

Thirty-eighth Annual Conclave, R. E. George H. Benzenberg, 
Grand Commander. Thirteen of the twenty subordinates represented. 

Tn the able address of the Grand Commander he reports a healthy 
growth and an increase of new members equal to ten per cent. of the 
whole membership. 
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He decided that a re-elected officer need not be installed. We do not 
so understand the oath of office. When an officer is installed the ex- 
tent of his obligation is until his suecessor is elected and installed. If 
he is re-elected he is his own suecessor and enters upon a second term 
of offiee which his first obligation was never intended to cover. 

He approves of the ritual adopted by the Grand Encampment on the 
ground ‘‘that now we are truly of one Order throughout the entire 
country, with but one ritual, which really is the spirit of the institu- 
tion, and contains the doctrine of our Order.” 

We are happy to meet again, as Correspondent, Companion and Sir 
Knight William C. Swain. In another branch of Masonry we have 
interchanged views freely and harmoniously, and now we find ourselves 
so fully in accord with him that we see but little to criticise and much 
to commend in the able review he has presented. He opens with a 
thought that comes home to us with peenliar force, for we too have 
““wronght in the shadow of a great sorrow and a great loss,” and have 
found relief from “loneliness” by the same kind of labor, He says: 
“We present herewith our fourth report. It has been wrought in the 
shadow of a great sorrow anda great loss, and is not what we conld 
have wished; nevertheless, the labor upon it has been of inexpressible 
benefit, in not leaving time for loneliness, and vain longings and 
regrets. What a blessing is labor to him who is in the shadow of aftlie- 
tion.” 

Massachusetts and Rhode‘Island is fraternally noticed. He quotes 
the decision of Grand Commander Hutchinson, namely, ‘That restor- 
ation (of an expelled Master Mason) by the Grand Lodge does not 
restore a Knight to membership in the Commandery,” and then replies 
to the argument as follows: 

“We do not see the meaning of the section of the code alluded to in 
same light. The section provides, ‘When suspension or expulsion 
from the Commandery was the result of suspension or expulsion by 
Lodge or Chapter, a certificate of his restoration in the body which 
disciplined him will restore the Knight to good standing and member- 
ship.’ We ean see nothing objectionable in that. The Knight must 
he restored to membership in his Lodge, not merely to good standing, 
hefore he acquires membership in the Commandery; and any argument 
against that restoration would he equally applicable against his being 
deprived of his Commandery membership by expulsion from the 
Lodge. If the Commandery does not wish to reinstate the Knight, it 
is in its power to try and expel him for unmasonie conduct, even after 
he has been reinstated, if that action was erroneous; and if it was not, 
why should it wish to do so?” 

In Massachusetts and Rhode Island when the Grand Lodge restores 
an expelled Master Mason to general Masonic rights, he is not thereby 
restored to membership in his Lodge. ILodge membership ean be ac- 
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quired only by application and a unanimous ballot. Now shoulda mere 
“certificate of restoration ” to membership in some Lodge reinstate 
the Knight to membership in the Commandery? Ought not the Com- 
mandery to have the same control over its own membership that the 
Lodge has over its membership? If the unfiiliated Knight wishes 
membership let him take the same course that he had to take to acquire 
membership in his Lodge. In that respect the Commandery ought to 
be independent. Tn reply to Sir Knight Erwin of Mississippi, he says: 
<The Grand Eneampment says ‘Knights Templar’ is correct, and in 
1871 ruled that it had no authority to determine questions of grammar, 
ete.; nevertheless we consider Walter Scott, the dictionaries, and the 
American Cyclopedia good anthority, and they all say ‘Knights Tem- 
plars,’ and so we shall say when we write in our own private capacity 
and loyalty is not in question.” And so will all who haye any taste and 
respect for literary usage. And we think the ruling of the Grand En- 
eampment of 1871, under all circumstances, rather mortifying to men 
of literary taste. 

Tn 1871 Sir Charles I’. Stansbury, of Washington, offered in Grand 
Encampment the following resolutions: 

“ Resolved, 'That the proper title of the Templar Order is ‘Knights 
Templars,’ and not ‘Knights Templar,’ as now commonly used under 
the sanction of the example of this Grand Encampment. 

Resolved, That the use of the term ‘Knights Templar’ is an innova- 
cation in violation of historic truth, literary usage, and the philology 
and grammar of the English language.” 

The Committee to whom these resolutions were referred reported, 
“That this Grand Encampment has no authority to determine ques- 
tions of ‘historic truth, literary usages and the philology and grammar 
of the English language,’” (!) and asked to be discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject. In adopting that report the Com- 
mittee and the Grand Encampment virtually said, at least so far as the 
title of the Order is concerned, we ignore ‘historie truth, literary 
usage and the philology and grammar of the English language,” 2 
most humiliating act which should be stricken from the records. And 
the more so heeause the title Knights Templars was used in the records 
until 1856, and by whose authority it was changed to Knights Tem- 
plar the records do not show. The least that the Grand Encampment 
should have done, with credit to themselves and honor to the Frater- 
nity, was to inquire by whose authority the change was made, and the 
reasons for so doing. 

In determining the plural of this title, grammarians agree—with 
hardly an exception—that Knight and Templar are snbstantives refer- 
ring to the same person, and come under the rule of apposition which 
requires that they agree in number and case—Kyieurs TEMPLARS 
That is the rule of all languages, and the title in its plural form 1s 
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classed with Knights Commanders, Knights Hospitallers, Knights Bar- 
onets, Knights Bachelors, Knights Bannerets. There is seareely an 
author in Europe or America that uses the term Knights ‘Templar. 
Mackey says he used both forms of the title in his ‘‘ Lexicon of Freema- 
sonry,” but a careful inquiry into the etymology of the term convineed 
him that Knights Templars is the correct title. In his ‘ Eneyelopedia 
of Freemasonry ” he has given an extensive review of the whole sub- 
ject. The Grand Commandery of Me chusetts and Rhode Island 
has for eighty-two ycars used the title Knights Templars. 

Many men of many minds, many birds of many kinds, many fishes 
in the sea, many men can’t agree. Adieu.
